OVER THE MOUNTAINS. 


ITINERARY OF THE JOURNEY 
FROM THE BEGINNING. 


The Luxurious Mode of Traveling Moves 
Senator Sanders to Tell Stories of Early 
Days in Montana, Which Astonish the 
Diplomats—Legislators Tell Yarns and 
Talk Politics—Jerry Simpson Takes an 
Outing in Indiana, and Impresses the 
Hoosiers—Commissary Department. 


Everybody was happy when the splendid 
trains of the Congressional excursion began to 
pull out from) Washington Friday afternoon. 
The most pleased person of ali was Chairman 
A. T. Ewing, who had represented the citizens 
of Chicago in| Washington arranging for the 
comfort of the guests, Mr. Ewing looked 
careworn, as he. scanned the lists, but it was 
the care of the previous few days Which -lay 
upon him. 

The party of diplomats arrived just before 
the first section—“ the Auditorium ’’—-was 
pulling out, accompanied by Chief Clerk 
Brown of the State Department and Mr. 
Robert McCormick, the World’s Fair Com- 
missioner to Great Britian, They were given 
a car to themselves. Among the Cangres- 
sional excursionists congenial parties were 
epeedily formed. At Martinsburg a crowd of 
people, who werein waiting, cheered the 
World’s Fair, and were cheered in return. 

The luxurious mode of traveling over the 
mountains at\night, with a thousand vigilant 
trainmen patrolling the tracks to guard against 
accident, moved Senator Sanders of Montana 
to reminiscences of travel ‘on the plains by 
prairie schooner and other primitive modes.

States, Mr. Sandera recounted as of 
early days in Idaho and Montana. hey 
wondered how he knew so much of (the 
vigilantes, They would not learn from) his 
biography, which modestly recites that he was 
selected to prosecute robbers and murdeters 
before popular tribunals organized tu main- 
tain public order. This is all Few who 
read it would know that Senator Sanders 
was the young lawyer who prosecuted the 
murderers and robbers in the open 
air courts with armed vigilantes. on one side 
and the murderers and robbers on the other, 
waiting to rescue the criminals who might be 
condemned. It is said that there was never 4 
man prosecuted by Sanders and sentenced by 
the informal | juries who was not hung, and 
despite the threats nade against his own life 
he was néver harmed, Three or four years 
ago a littie book was published by “ Prof, 
Thomas Drysdale” giving a full histery of 
the vigilante days, No one was ever able to 
find ** Prof. Drysdale,’’ whose name appeared 
on the title page, but there has always been a 
suspicion that Senator Sanders could name 
the author. The Senator was for a quarter of 
a century President of the Historical Society 
ofjMontana, and gathered an immense amount 
of valuable matter bearing on the early days 
of the Territory. 

No Use for the Speaker’s Mace, 

“Iceman ’”’ Turner, the New York ex-Con- 
gressman, now Doorkeeper of the House, and 
*“Tke”’ Hill, who has*been an Assistant Ser- 
geant-at-Arms for a longer time than auy one 
can remember, disputed the right/to bear the 
Speaker’s mace through the train and quell 
any disorder that might arise.

TALKS ON ALL TOPICS. 


THR VISITORS GIVE THEIR VIEWS 
ON MANY MATTERS. 


They Discuss Their Trip, Bills Coming Up 
in Congress, the World's Fair, and Other 
Subjects of Interest—Met by Reporters 
for “The Tribune” at Defiance, O.— 
What They Say of the Chances of Pres- 
idential Candidates — The Anti-Option 
and Other Measures, 

Chairman Adlai T. Ewing accompanied the 
first section all the way from Washington. 
Mr. Ewing and Congressman Durborow ex- 
erted themselves to make everything pleasant 
for the guests, though the Baltimore and Ohio 
and the Pullman officials had left nothing un- 
done. The section was composed of six 
coaches. First came the observation car 
Imogen, next the dining-car Valentin—a mar- 
vel of workmanship—and the sleeping-coaches 
Vivera, Vernia, Calpe, and Abylo. Conductor 
M. J. Halbinan was in charge, Dennis Hal- 
binan baggageman, and John Scanlan brake- 
man. Engineer A. Sarret held the throttle 
from Chicago Junction to Garrett, and Engi- 
neer Cyrus Traister from Garrett to Chicago. 

P. P. Sneed, Superintendent of the Chicago 
Division, was on the train from Garrett to 
Chicago. There was a delay of twenty min- 
utes near Chicago Junction, occasioned by a 
car of a freight train getting off the track. 

As the train approached Garrett, Ind., an 
unusual crowd was seen on the depot platform. 
It was a larger crowd than a town of the size 
was likely to turn out to see a train pass, 
even a special Congressional train en ‘route 
to the World’s Fair site. 

As soon as he noticed the assemblage Caqn- 
gressman Durborow remarked: “They are 
giving a reception to Congressman Charles A. 
O. McClellan. This is the Eleventh Indiana 
District.”? _ 

Such proved to be the case. The Congress- 
Inan appeared on the platform and developed 
the muscles of,his right arm in shaking the 
hands of 50u of his admiring constituents. 
The train was held a few minutes until the 
levee was Over. 

' Congressman A. G. Caruth of Louisville, 
who was on the first section with his wife, was 
takean with a chill in the morning and was not 
able to be up before the train reached Chicago. 

The following interviews on topics of gen- 
eral interest were secured by the reporters for 
Tue Trisunz, whd boarded the first section of 
the train at Defiance, O.: 

The Anti-OUOption Bill, 

J.&. Gorman, Second District, Chelsea, Michi- 
gan—Chicago still keeps up with its old reputa- 
tion. This time it has fairly out-Heroded Herod. 
I have never traveledin such elegance as I have 
yesterday and today. These are busy days at 
Washington. The Anti-Option bill will pass if the 
“ option clause”’ is struck out. If the “futures” 
clause is struck out it will kill the bill. I consid- 
er the sale of any commodity of * future” as legit- 
imate. Gambling in options, however, should 
not be tolerated. It is against the principles 
which lie at the foundation of our government. 
I think Mr. Hillhas succeeded in defeating any 
support of Cleveland in New York. The only 
way for him to square himself will be to nominate 
Cieveland himself, I think there is a possibility 
of W. S&S. Holman’s nomination for the Presi- 
dency at the Democratic convention. 

John B. Robinson, Media, Pa.—Just say this for 
me. I will vote for any amount of money that is 
appropriated for the World’s Fair, and my con- 
stituency will sustain my action. I was fortunate 
enough to live near the Centennial Exposition in 
1876, and experience has taught me that it was 
the greatest educational affair in existence. The 
World's Fair, 1 am sure, will be many times 
greater. I have not been in Chicago for nineteen 
years, and consequently I look forward toward 
my visit with increased anticipation. The last 
time { wasin Chicago I was an officer in the navy 
stationed on the gunboat Michigan. I think the 
Presidential nomination is drifting toward Harri- 
son again. He deserves it, for his adminictration 
has been clean, able, pure, and patriotic, I admire 
Hill as a man but despise his politics. Republican 
chances are good for next year. The Electoral 
College has gained everywhere except in Michi- 
gan. | | 

Representative Lemuel Amerman of Scranton, 
Pa.—Newspaper enterprise was illustrated by 
the way in which Tue CarICAGO TRIBUNE reached 
us this morning. It is a big thing for a newspaper 
to send a special train 200 miles down the road on 
such an errand. My stand on the World’s Fair 
question is peculiar. Ifthe people in charge of 


' the World’s Fair are inclined to boyoott any class 


of men from working on the grounds my constitu- 
ents are directly against further appropriation. 
That suspicion has gained ground among them. 
We are also opposed to Sunday opening. At the 
meeting which appropriated $300,000 to the Fair 
from Pennsylvania it was insisted that the Penn- 
sylvania buiiding must be closed on Sunday. The 
whole Fair should be closed Sunday. I don’t 
know who will be the next President, but he will 
be a Democrat whether he comes from West or 
East. 
President Harrison's Renomination, 

Representative Robert E. Doan of Wilmington, 

O.—This is an ideal railroad trip. I don’t think 


finer trains ever cressed the United States, It 


shows the supreme enterprise of Chicago. And, 
speaking of enterprise, the thing that Tag Cuica- 
Go TRIBUNE accomplished this morning was won- 
derful. A run of 200 miles through the night to 
greet us and present us with papers is something 
that few newspapers could accomplish. As re- 
gards politics, indications point to the fact that 
Harrison will be renominated. Conditions are al- 
ways liable to change in politics, and it might 
happen that his renomination will be impossible. 
His administration has been wise and clean and he 
ought to be returned.

Iam not author- 
ized to say that he isin the field, however. After 
Gorman I prefer Cleveland. There is no Hill 
sentiment in our State. Between Hill and Cleve- 
land, ninety-nine out of 100 prefer Cleveland. If 
the Democrats cannot carry New York their 
chances for victory are slim. If Hill’s attitude is 
against Cleveland the nomination certainly ought 
to go West. Our people think favorably of 
Palmer, Gray, and Boies. I have heard Senator 
Carlisle of Kentucky favorably spoken of. I 
think ke would have as strong a hold on the 
Eastern Democracy as any man in the country.

Everybody 
knows how we feel toward it inour land. And all 
of its prosperity can be credited to Chicago's ac- 
tivity. 

Representative Anthony Caminetti of Califor- 
nia—I takea natural interest in the Columbian 
Exposition from the fact that my mother 
was born at the town of Cogoleto, which 
is near Genoa, and. is 
ally thought to have been the birthplace 
of Columbus. I was born in California and am 
the first native Californian to represent that State 
in Congress. I don't care to be quoted about pol- 
itics. lam more interested in the mining inter- 
ests of my State. As a member of the Committee 
on Mining I have introduced a bill for the crea- 
tion of a Department of Mining, corresponding in 
scope with the Department of Agriculture. The 
agricultural interests of the country have been 
benefited by having a Secretary of Agriculture 
who is a Cabinet officer, and a Secretary of Min- 
ing a member of the Cabinet might benefit the 
mining industry. California is interested ina 
species of mining that has been inhibited by the 
courts since 1581. Marshall’s discovery of gold 
led to such a settlement that the Territory 
reached the dignity of Statehood within a year. 
All the laws supported the mining in- 
dustry and iit was for twenty-five 
years the principal industry of our 
State. The sum of $1,250,000,000 was taken out in 
gold. Material s washed down from the 
mountains into’ the streams tributary to the 
navigable rivers. The flood of 1863 made matters 
worse. The beds of the rivers being filled up 
caused inundation and destruction. Last month 
a convention at which the mining and agricultural 
interests were represented was held, A report was 
submitted by the government engineers to the ef- 
fect that by building proper restraining works 
hydraulic mining could be conducted without 
damaging other interests, The mining men have 
agreed to abide by these conditions and the peo- 
ple have memorialized us to secure such an 
amendment of the laws. They say that the output 
of gold will be increased $10,000,000 a year, which 
is quite an addition to the wealth of a State. 
I am inclined to think that the Committee on 
Agriculture will recommend some sort of: anti- 
option bill. It may be a bill to limit deals to the 
quantity of produce actually in store. Dealing in 
futures tends to depress prices,

ALLOTMENT OF SPACE IS DISCUSSED. 


Wonen's Place in the Illinois Building 
and Other News of the World's Fair. 

The Lilinois Woman’s Exposition Board met 
yesterday afternoon and discussed allotment 
of space for woman’s work in the Illinois State 
Building. In canvassing applications already 
made from intending exhibiters the board dis- 
covered that its entire allotment has already 
been applied for. - 

Senator Leland Stanford of California has 
contributed $10,000 to be expended, under the 
direction of Chief Putnam of the Department 
of Ethnology, in making an ethnographic ex- 
hibit. Chief Putnam has just sent Capt. 
Gerard Fowilk to Colombia to explore the 
burial places of the Miscas. These burial- 
places are the receptacles of many gold and 
silver images and richly-embeliished coffins. 
The Stanford contribution will be drawn upon 
to pay Capt. Fowlk’s expenses, After the 
Fair the collection which he may secure ° will 
be given to the Stanford University. 

in the line of individual contributions. to 
the world’s great exhibit should be mentioned 
one that will come from Gen. J. H. Brinker 
of West Point, Miss. He has in his possession 
five bales of cotton which was grown in 1862 
and which 1s said to be the only bale cotton in 
the world that is thirty yearsold. Mr. Brinker 
has refused an oer of $1,250 for the five bales 
which are named, respectively, “ Mississippi,” 
‘“* Brinker,” “* Jones,”’ “‘ 1862,”’ and ‘“* Peden.” 
As an inducement to exhibit them atthe 
World’s Fair the owner has been offered free 
storage, free expressage to Chicago, and free 
insurance while on exhibition. Accompany; 
ing them is a photograph of the old man who 
grew and held the cotton. 

World’s Fair, State Commissioners from 
Ohio, Indiana, Wisconsin, and Michigan met 
at Chief of Construction Burnham’s head- 
quarters yesterday and agreed upon a har- 
monious arrangement of their several State 
buildings on the triangular plat of ground to 
which they have been assigned. Their joint 
location is in the form of an isosceles triangle 
with the apex toward the southeast. Instead 
of conforming to the sides of the triangle each 
building is to extend directly east, west, north 
and south. This arrangement will give each 
State a comparatively unobstructed view ip 
all directions. The Commissioners represent- 
ing the several State boards were B. F.

An Engine and One Car with “Tribune”

Sixty miles an hour through the night! 
Creeping slowly at first among the mazes of 
railway tracks where the switch lights glim- 
mer like red and green fireflies in the dark- 
ness.

The feat of Tar Tripunsz’s special was al- 
most as noteworthy as ‘that of the excur- 
sion train from the East. It left the 
Grand Central Depot at 3:55 o’cleck yester- 
day morning with eleven newspaper men and 
thousands of copies of a special edition of 
Tue Trisung on board. Five hours later it 
stood before tife little station at Defiance, O., 
190 miles from Chicago. waiting for the thin 
cloud of smoke on the eastern horizon to re- 
solve itself into the first glimpse of the ap- 
proaching Congressional special. At 11:15 
o’clock Tue ‘Tripunge was in the hands of 
every passenger on the first section of the 
train, andtwo reporters were on their way 


back to the city with the train.

Berti, Feb. 20.—The government has 
gained a distinct advantage in the division in 
the ranks of the oppcsition to the Prussian 
Sectarian Education bill. The National Lib- 
erals, headed by Herr von Benningsen, main- 
tain their policy of union with the Freisinnige 
party against the measure asa whole. Another 
section supports Herr Miquel, Minister of Fi- 
nance, im his endeavor to arrange a compro- 
mise of the advocates of the bill, Herr 
you Benningsen’s enemies assert that he 
is actuated by a feeling of animosity 
toward the Cabinet because he did 
not receive a ministerial post which 
he had long coveted, and in relation to which 
many promises had been made tohim. Herr 
Miquel, it is said, will surrender his princi- 


ptes in order to retain his position as Finance 


Minister. He has-for a long time been 
the champion of the compromise movement,and 
there can be no doubt that he Will refuse to 
change his course of trying to dvoid an open 
and absolute rupture. However, as Chancel- 
lor yon Caprivi and Count von: Sedlitz, the 
Minister of Public Worship, his. colleagues, 
have shown no disposition to alter the meas- 
ure 80 as to make possiblg@its acceptance by 
the country, it is difficult to see where there is 
any chance to apply the principle of compro- 
mise. 

The hostility of the situation is aggra- 
vated by revelations made by the Allgemeine 
Zeitung to the effect that Count von Sedlitz, 
actitig under orders from Emperor William 
through Chancellor von Caprivi, only sub- 


mitted the bill to the Ministers for considera- 


tion when it was completed. .The measure 
had been fully elaborated before Count von 
Sedlitz placed it before the Ministry. He was 
simply used by the Emperor as an open chan- 
nel for the introduction of the bill in the 
Landtag. 

The question of this departure from consti- 
tutional usages will be brought before the 
Landtag, and unless Chancellor von Caprivi 
can explain it it will shake the power of tne 
Emperor to retain him as Chancellor. - Dur- 
ing the time when Prince Bismarck’s power 
was most absolute the Ministry preserved the 
right of being *‘ au courant ’’ on all legislative 
projects, 

Strict Bill to Regulate Emigration. | 

The bill regulating emigration from Ger- 
many about to be introduced in the Reichstag 
enacts that anybody wishmg to leave the 
country shail inform the police as to his des- 
tination. The authorities will for a month be- 
fore allowing a person to emigrate make pub- 
lic his declaration as to his proposed: destina- 
tion. Agents will not be allowed to forward

The Congress of the United States has 


| arrived.in Chicago and for the first time will 


hold a special session in the future National 
Capital. The session will be short buf the 
business is both urgent and important. Con- 
gress often delegates committees to visit other 
cities on the public business. This time it 
has delegated itself and the marbie halls of 


three days. 

The visiting Congressmen will have no » idle 
momehts during their stay. It is a visit of 
hospitality on the one hand and education on 
the other. Pleasure will be combined with 
duty in moré than equal parts, courtesy hav- 
ing the preference in the combination. 
was the citizens of Chicago who invited Con- 
gtess, they willsee to it that it shall havea 
good time pending the actual business of the 
session and have spread this part of the pro- 
gram ovér the three days. Last evening Mr. 
and Mrs. Potter Palmer opened the ball with 
a reception at their elegant home, an account 
of which will be found elsewhere. Today will 
be devoted to rest if the visitors are so dis- 
posed, The agnostics can enjoy social com- 
munion with their friends and acquaint- 
ances, and the orthodox will . find 
elegant churches and eloquent ministers 
to occupy their time. Tomorrow they will 
have a lunch at the Washington Park club at 
lp.m. At4p. m. they can attend the Wash- 
ington birthday celebration of the Union 
League club, and in the evening the annual 
banquet of the club ér the Commercial club’s 
banquet at the Grand Pacific, or Mrs. H. O. 
Stone’s reception in behalf. of the Woman’s 
Auxiliary, or the Martha Washington Memorial 
Association’s colonial tea at the Art Institute, 
which will be a most attractive affair. 

These items of the program, combined with 
individual celebrations which cannot be speci- 
fied, but will be of a joyous character, will 
cover the purely pleasureable features of the 
session. The business which has called Con- 
gress together in Chicago will not occupy 
much time; but i is of the highest impor- 
tance. First and foremost will be the visit of 
inspection at the World’s Fair grounds. It 
goes without saying that as the invitation 
came from the citizens of Chicago there will 
be no attempt on the part.of the Fair officials 
to usurp the time or to prejudice the session. 
They will be on hand to explain when asked 
and to furnish desired information, leaving the 
colossal panorama at Jackson . Park to 
tell its own story. Congress _ itself 
will take the lead, as is proper,.and there will 
be no attempt on the part of any one to influ- 
ence its judgment as to what it shall do in the 
premises. Chicago is confident that seeing 
will be believingin this case, and that when 
members have used their eyes in seeing and 
their tongues in asking questions they will go 
back to Washmgton thoroughly qualified to 
talk, act, and vote. intelligently. They will 
have the opportunity to discover how money 
has been spent, how the great undertaking 
has grown, and how much more Will be need- 
ed to make the great National Fair worthy of 
the Statés which have contributed so gener- 
ously for their own representation, and of the 
whole country, which has made its appeal to 
the nations of all the world, through its Presi 
dent and Secretary of State, to come here and 
send their exhibits. Whatever may be the re- 
sult of this visit Chicayo will be contented. It 
has no fears, however, as_ to the future official 
action of Congress after its members have had 
the opportunity of seeing for themselves what 
has been done and what remains todo. One 
hour of personal inspection will be more con- 
vincing than weeks of talk or months of argu- 
ment would be. 

If the time allows, there is another national 
matter which should engage the attention of 
the session. There isa huge building ‘at the 
corner of Dearborn and Jackson streets, in 
which the Federal Government transacts its 
postal, custom-house, law court, and other 
business, which slowly but surely is tumbling 
down by piecemeal. It is important that the 
Congressmen should see this disintegrating 
pile for themselves, and if they will risk the 
visit they.may even have the chance to see a

THE WAR ON THE SMOKE NUISANCE. 

The preliminary labors of the Society for 
the Prevention of Smoke have been about 
concluded, and it is understood that it will be- 
gin aggressive operations. The: plan to be 
pursued is to select a number of the chief 
offenders. Their places will be visited by the 
consulting engineer of the society. If a brief 
examination satisfies him that he will be able 
with a few hours’ study to make suggestions 
to the propnetor which, if carried out, will 
abate the nuisance, notice to t effect will 
be sent him and he will be asked if he wishes 
that detailed examination to be made. If the 
engineer is convinced that the problem is a 
complicated one and will require extensive 
study, the owner will be so informed and ad- 
vised to call in any expert whom he may de- 
sire, and whose services must of course be 
paid for by him, to ascertain what alterations 
will be necessary to mak his premises inof- 
fensive. 

About ten days after these notices have been 
sent out the different places will be visited to 
see if any attention is being paid to them. If not 
the proprietors will be informed that if they 
do not act in the few days of grace which will 
be allowed them suits wil] be begun against 
them and prosecutea energetically, every rep- 
etitnon of the offense being followed by a fresh 
prosecution. In the past offenders have been 
suffered to beg off. ‘Their promises of refor-. 
- mation, made only to be broken, have. been 
taken as legal tender by city officers. That 
will not bé the case henceforth, —_

The 
validity of the smoke ordinance has been sus- 
tained by the Supreme Court. Hence az 
offender whe i is fined knows that he can gain 
nothing in the long ran by appealing his case. 
Should he take an appeal and the nuisance 
continue he will be brought into court day 
after day, and fine after fine imposed on him, 
Knowing that these sums will have to’be paid 
altimately and seeing that they may run up 
to thousands of dollars if he persists:in his pig- 
headedness he will yield and make the neces- 
sary alterations i in his*plant. _. 

There is reason to believe that within two 
months thete will be a marked change for the 
better in the.situation,.and that the fruits of 
the labors of the society will be evident in the 
form of clearer skies and purer air.

The analyses just.made of the water at the 
north shore iplet show that it is very bad and 
that it would be a crime to use it, It appears, 
therefore, that the $50,000 spent on this work 
is utterly wasted. That is the way in which 
the water fund was depleted during the Cregier 
Administration. This stupid expenditure of 
monéy is direetly chargeable to the ex-Mayor 
and illustrates his unfitness to mavage munici- 
pal affairs. Not many months ago he rushed 
into print, claiming that the water to be 
drawn from this inlet would be pure, and ex- 
plaining why.it would be so.

It is reported that he says the 
net revenue of the water-works this year will 
be eaten up in the repayment of last year’s 
loan and the completion of the four-mile 
tunnel and its laterals and of the Lake View 
tunnel. If there is any danger of that Mr. 
May must take steps to have the expenses of 
the Water Department cut down. They are 
altogether too large.

The 3ist/) of. last month Taz Trisuns an- 
nounced that the Chicago Gas Trust was in 
the act of swallowing the Economic.

The chemists have demonstrated that the 
Be ache substance termed “ ozone ”’ is a 
fourm, of oxygen, and appears to beequally ele- 
mentary.. From the fact that the latter is only 
two-thirds the weight of an equal volume of 
the first, under similar conditions, it is in- 
ferred that the molecule of oxygen is made up 
of two atoms, and the molecule of ozone com- 
posed of three of the same kind of atoms. 
The rearrangement is most readily effected by 
the electric current, and the lower the temper- 
ature at which this is effected the less quickly 
does the ozone tend to return to the state of 
oxygen, which it does naturally, the latter be- 
ing the most stable form, in a chemical sense. 
Hence oxygen. is changed to ozone by the 
electric discharges that dften accompany 
storms, but the new formed ‘material soon 
lapses back to the simpler condition. It is re- 
markable that only a small part of a given 
volume of oxygen can be so transmypted by ar- 
tificial means, and that if the force be applied 
further the result is an undoing of a pértion 
of the work/previously accomplished. 

Qzone is chiefly remarkable for its oxidizing 
power, and air charged with it exerts an irri- 
tating action upon the organs of respiration. 
This latter ‘fact has been known for several 
years, but that the irritation 1s death’to the 
microbes which affect the air passages 1s a new 
claim. So glso.is th8 idea that the best form 
of administering it. as a remedy is in chemical 
combination with the ocher element which 
enters intd the composition of water. They 
unite in the proportion of.nearly 16 to 1 
by weight, and the result has been called 
the peroxide of hydrogen, the more. correct 
term being “ hydrogen dioxide.” 
garded as an oxidation of water, and is pro- 
duced when water is decomposed by an elec- 
tric current. 

It is understood that this compound is com- 
mg into pretty general use in the hospitals as 
forming an excellent antiseptic spray or wash 


for wounds and ulcers, but that another ozone | 


compound with glycerine called glyc-ozone is 
a failure. It is said that the latter when vapor- 
ized and inhaled irritates and inflames tho 
mucous mémbranes of the bronchial tubes 
that lead down to the lungs and thereby de- 
feats any other benefit that might arise from 
its use. It js, believed there is no doubt that 
its employnient is wrong on inflamed throat 
surfaces, wliere the microbe germs are com- 
mitting their ravages. That fact may, how- 
éver, simply indicate that the best material 
for comUining with the ozone agent has yet to 
be discovered, leaving the great value of the 
agent itself undisfuted and indisputabte. 

It is legitimate to infer that ozone is the 
more active and energetic form of oxygen, 
that it ettacks with greater celerity| the sub- 
stances whith have affinities for oxygen, and 
takes hold of some that have no such affinity 
within ordinary ranges of temperature. In 
its application tohuman disease it may be 
reasoned as probable that it ministers to the 
health of the larger organism by eating up 
(oxidizing) ‘the smaller ones called microbes 
which feed on the other, and that it is most 
effective in the air passages because it soon 
returns to the usual form of oxygen after en- 
tering the body. It would thus appear to

TAMMAN Y’s ENUMERATION, 

Now that the New York Assembly has 
squelched. the proposition to consolidate 
Brooklyn and the metropolis, which would 
have given the latter a considerable start over 
Chieago in the race for population, the Hill- 


Tammany machine will be utilized to make a’ 
paper population of prodigious dimensions. 


It is proposed the new enumeration, to be 
conducted by the Tammany heelers, shall 
boost the population of New York so high that 
ostensibly there wiil be no competition be- 
tween the two cities, and thé national census 
enumeration will appear as‘ but a speck 
in ,com parison with Tammany’s bogus 
count. According to the New York Zven- 
ing Post, the enumerators, who were 
sinicintel on the. sly, have been in- 
structed. “to whoop it up,” and a policeman 
accompanies each enumerator to see that he 
carries, out his instructions. ‘he inducements 
for whooping it up are very strong, 
as. each enumerator will .be paid $2 
per day and ohe cent for every name se- 
cured. As there will be no scrutiny of the 
manner in which the names are obtained and 


no verification of them it goes without saying! 


that the tenement-houses, grdg shops, slums, 
graveyards, and transient places will be 
worked for all that they contain and a good 
deal more. Nothing will be allowed to es- 
cape and dummies will be as numerous’as 
huckleberries in August. As there is no pen- 
alty attached 'to bogus work and every enu- 
merator’s returns will be accepted without 
question the cent-a-name gratuity will devel- 
op adegree of pernicious activity hitherto 
unparalleled in the census business. Indeed 
Tammany is already boasting that its enu- 
meration will show a population in New York 
City .close on to 2,000,000, and this, if is be- 
lieved, will put Chicago out of the race fora 
long time to come. 


The game is an adroit one, but it will not 


work, St. Louis tried it a few years ago, 
when it put out its dragnet and drew in ftran- 
sients, dead men, and dummies by hundreds 
and thousands. It manifested considerable 
industry foratime in this direction, but ulti- 
mately the Federal census was too much for 
it. It. gradually grew tired, and at last 
abandoned the silly business. The Federal 
enumeration in New York will work the same 
way. Tammany may make a bogus two 
million count this time, but the next Federal 
census will expose its dishonest character. 
Of course the leading object of this crooked 
work is to establish a bogus basis for the re- 
districting of the State and a Democratic 
gerrymander. It may or may not. accom- 
plish this purpose, but it will not help New 
Yorkin the race with Chicago. Had New 
York secured the absorption of Brooklyn it 
would bave put Chicago back twenty. or thirty 
years, but that having failed the Tammany 
political machine, corrupt, rotten, dishonest, 
and audacious as it is, cannot keep Chicago 
back. It will be neck and neck with New 
York when it rounds the century—and then 
the race will be won. It is fate, and all the 
political heelers in the world cannot avert it. 


THE CRISIS IN FRANCE, 

All the efforts of Leo XIII., praiseworthy as 
they are, to bring about a reconciliation be- 
tween the republic and the church in France 
seem doomed to failure. The French radical. 
is too deeply distrustful of the Roman eccle- 
siastic to accept the efforts of the Pope in 
good faith. The history of the past and the 
Bourbon tendencies of Cardinal Richard and 
a large section ot the French clergy and’ their 
unaccountable allegiance to failen thrones 
and disused crowns forbid the idea of popular 
confidence in what may be called Vati- 
can republicanism. A few weeks ago 
the Pope addressed a letter to. the 
Cardinal - Archbishop of /Paris,| recom- 
mending that the Catholic clergy in 
France should loyally support the republic. 
The Cardinal refused to be the medium for 
the publication of this letter,+ because, it is 
said, the Monarchist Deputies, hitherto the 
most liberal supporters. of the. Catholic 
Church in France, threatened to resign in a 
body if he did. A weak compromise was 
decided upon, ‘Lhe Archbishops of Paris, 
Lyons, Toulouse, Rheims, and Reunes issued 
a circular letter which was read from -all the 
pulpits in their dioceses a few Sundaysgago. 
It mildly indorsed the republic and at the 
same time recounted a long catalogue of 
grievances against it and wound up with an 
appeal to all Catholics to join in defense of 
the faith, — 

As might have been expected, this let- 
ter displeased the Monarchists without pleas- 
ing the Republicans, The extremists in the 
French Chambers denounced its theocratic 


tendencies, and held that it furnished them, 


with an argument in favor of the separation 
of Church and State. M. Hubbard, one of 
the Radical leaders, saw in it 4 reason why a 
bill introduced earlier in the session by the 
Ministers, and which was aimed at the re- 
ligious orders, should be declared urgent. 

Ministers were not prepared for this. 
They were disposed to drop the bill altogether, 
and after a negotiation with the Pope, con- 
ducted by Cardinal Lavigerie, the liberal and 
philanthropic Archbishop of Algiers, actually 
concluded to drop it. 

The Pope’s recent pronouncement in. the 
form of an interview, publi in the Pefit 
Ne" Sa was one of the results of these nego- 
ti This pronouncement, instead of ap- 
peasing the Radicals, only inflamed them. 
M, Hubbard, M. Clemenceau, and, it is be- 
lieved, M. Jules Ferry incited the Radical at. 
tack on the De Freycinet gevernment for its 
failure to push the bill against tne religious 
orders. The Monarchists and. Extreme 
Catholics failed to support the Ministry, and 
the Boulangists, of course, with the 
majority,.which overthrew the Ministty a few 
aw ago. All is chaos again in France.

INTERESTING READING JUST NOW, 


A Paper on Gas Read Before the Sunset 


Club Two Years Ago. 

Augustus Jacobson made an _ exhaustive 
study.of the municipal ownership of gas and 
water works. The result of his investigation 
was given in a paper before the Sunset club 
more than two years ago, and soon after the 
gas trust secured control of all the gas works 
in the city. It makes interesting reading just 
now. After describing the successful tests 
made in other cities he compared the Chicago 
water works owned in the city with the gas 
works in the hands of a monopoly. He said 
among other things:

Stories of men who have made hermits of 
themselves in large cities and hoarded treas 
ures in money, books, and pictures are nu- 
merous, but generally they fall to pieces when 
investigated. An exception to the rule was 
Henry Ten Brook Gamage, who died several 
days ago in the single room which had been 
his only home for nearly half acentury. He 
was neither poor, ignorant, nor misanthropic. 
He was a Yale graduate, a man of literary and 
artistic tastes, and he left about $15,000 in 
money, besides a collection of pictures which 
he believed worth half a million dollars, and 
also a large library, yet all his property was 
in a single room, the pictures, without frames, 
being piledon top of one another. Artists 
with whom he was acquainted say he was a 
man who should know good paintings from 
bad, but the value of his collection is still to 
be learned. 


Treasures of Inheritance. 


His pictures came to him by inheritance, 
his father having bought them from time to 
time as investments of his money. ‘To pre- 
serve the collection from heat the old man 
seldom had fire in his room; to avoid other 
accidents to his darlings he never kept a serv- 
ant. All of his furniture and upholstery which 
were for use and ornament would bring about 
$10 if put up at auction; there are many sofas 
and chairs in the room, but ali were mere pil- 
ing places for treasurers and rubbish. The own- 
er died as he had lived—in hisown room, with 
no company but his books, his pictures, and 
his me:nories he fell dead, probably of old 
age, yet outside of his den he had friends and 
relatives who held him in high regard afd 
would have responded to any request he might 
have made. Such men are not rare in the 
older part of New York, thdugh few believe 
themselves so wealthy; if for any reasun a 
man chooses to let the social and business 
world pass him, and,has no relatives to pre- 
vent, he can “retim® as effectively in this 
big city as in the heart of the desert, and be 
even safer from molestation. 

The small but active class of strangers who 
visit New York principally for the purpose of 
** bucking the tiger,’’ where the animal is sup- 
posed to be largest and yield the most fun for 
the money, are astonished and grieved this 
week to discover that his feline majesty has 
left his lair*and left no footprints whereby he 
can be tracked to another. People whose offi- 
cial duty it 18 to know where he is and drive 
him ovt of existence look mysterious when 
questioned about it, and will not smile even if 
some one suggests that his keepers have 
joined the church and gone out of business. 
The law prohibiting gambling in this Stute is 
distinct and severe, but, thanks to the willful 
blindness of the police, the hackmen whose 
stands are near hotels can generally guide the 
wayfaring man to places where he can lose all 
his money if he will remain long enough. No- 
body in the business has reformed, but since 
some members of arecent grand jury asked 
the police and District-Attorney’s office for 
evidence against some evil doers, were told 
there was ‘none, and then quietly walked out 
and obtained it for themselves, there seems to 
have been a contagion of fear in official cir- 
cles. 

An Official Promise Kept. 

Meanwhile the District-Attorney seems to 
be trying to live up to his proniise that alt dis- 
orderly and disreputable places shall go. No 
lawbreaker, however, of the many’ who “re 
known to have been corrupting the commu- 
nity for years has been the subject of so much 
hard official language as the Rey. Dr. Park- 
hurst, who last Sunday freed his mindina 
sermon about crime and criminals. Dr. Park- 
hurst blamed almost every department of the 
city government, using language about as 
plain and severe as can be found inthe writ- 
ings of thie Hebrew prophets, and, as _minis- 
ters are supposed to rely more upon hearsay 
than proof, there is some talk of indicting the 

reacher for slander. There is no danger, 
edeoten of such extreme measures being 
taken; Dr. Parkhurst is President of the So- 
ciety for the Prevention of Crime—a body 
which is believed to have accumulated a great 
deal of evidence of a character which would 
cause a political earthquake were circum- 
stances to make it public. The “pull”? which 
certain political organizations have upon 
some men seeming respectable is believed to 
come through knowledge of shady episodes of 
life; it has been rumored more than once that 
the Society for the Prevenuon of Crime: had 
adopted the same method of cogrcing unfaith- 
ful city officials, so Dr. Parkhurst may safely 
continue to say dreadful things about the 
gang that has capturéd the city government. 

Two new and pusitive successes have been 
scored on the stage this week—** Gloriana,”’ a 
farce-comedy from the French, and *‘Uncle 
Celestin,” a farce with some music in it, 
Both are full of fun—the sort of fun that is 
so uproarious that no one is inclined to exam- 
ine it closely. ‘“*Gloriana”’ is played by the 
company which Mr. Charles Frohman has 
long been training at work of the same kind; 
in **Uncle Celestin ” the leading attraction is 
Jefferson De Angelis, with Miss Loie Fuller, 
heroine of a recent lawsuit, a good second. 
De Angelis’ specialty is horse-play, and he 
had until Monday night been supposed t¢ 
have shown allhe knew of it, which was a 
great deal; but he delighted the crowd with 
an entirely new lot, which was admirable of 
its kind. As for Miss Fuller, she did a skirt 
dance which “took the town,” and wouid 
have taken all the rest of the evening if there 
were not limits to human endurance, Some- 
thing new in dancing is the last thing which 
the theater-goer ever expects, so the audience 
went wild with astonishment and delight, and 
the pireee may be depended upon to remain 
on the boards until the weather becomes too 
hot for horse-play and even for dancing in 
diaphanous attire. These are blue days for 
the legitimate drama in this part of the world 
—days in which actors who aspire to tragedy 
are making so much money that they daren’t 
stop being clowns.

CHARITY IN BOSTON. 


TIMES WHEN THE THRIFTY OPEN 
_ THEIR POCKETBOOKS, 


Saving in Small Things, but When It Comes 
to Aiding Others Anything but a Miser- 
ly Spirit Is Shown—The Woman’s Edu- 
¢ation Association—A Society That Is 


Run by Clever Members of the Sex— 


A Foreign University Scholarship—The 
Beneficiary to Be a Paragon. 


Boston, Mass., Feb, 18.—[{Special Corre- 
spondence.|—No one who is not intimately 
acquainted with Boston life has or can have 
any adequate idea of the philanthropic work 
whith is done here. The mere names of so- 
cieties for educational and philanthropic work 
we filla volume, and the money which is 
neetled to keep them in working order isa 
tremendous amount from year’s end to year’s 
end, I talked the other day with a highly 
educated and accomplished woman who is vis- 
iting here and who chances to be from Chica- 
go,\and she remarked upon the way in which 
Boston people give their money from a sense 
of duty. The jd Puritan principle is sr- 
tainly the great and well nigh the unfajjag 
resqyrce of the solicitor of subscriptions. The 
Bogtonian who goes about to collect money 
forjany charitable object appeals straight to 
the|conscience of those he addresses. He lays 
very little stress upon the side | of the subject 
which elsewhere might be unged as likely to 
touch the impulses aud reach | the emotions; 
he endeavors to prove that it is a duty to sub- 
scribe, and he is generally successful. | 

The way in which Bostonians will be penu- 
rios in trifles and generous in large ones has 
often been commented upon. 

‘| Do you know,” a lady said recently, *‘ that 
Mrs. Blank always goes home from dinner 
parties in a horse-car to save carriage hire; 
buf she gave me $5,000 last week for such-a 
ehdrity.’’ 

This is precisely in the Boston spirit. Over 

and over again one sees on the subscription 
lists the names of those whom he knows to be 
as thrifty as possible in the details of life and 
not infrequently to be funnily so; and what is 
madre to the point, he who knows at all the in- 
side workings of the charities whose subscrip- 
tion lists are not made public knows that 
these same persons give liberally where there 
1% fhe sinallest probability of their gifts ever 
beroming known, 
_ Phe particular thing which brings all this 
into my mind, although it is in reality only 
one of many, is the recent action of the Wom- 
an's Education Association. I tnvet at the 
start dnfess that I am sufficiently medieval 
to have many doubts in regard to the advisa- 
bility of what is known as the “higher educa- 
tion of women,”’ and that I have what my ad- 
vanced friends are pleased to call a pitifully 
narrow view of the subject. This does not 
prevent my appreciating Cleverness, however, 
and I am not se bigoted’ that I fail to see the 
gopd side of the ‘** woman stir,’’ as a certain lit- 
erdry woman is fond of calling it. Certainly 
if |any body of women could justify the so- 
called “‘higher education of women” afore- 
said it would be the Woman’s Education As- 
sociation. 

| A Society of Clever Women. 

It has from the first been composed of 
some of tho cleverest and the most refined 
women inthis part of the world, and I am 
provincial enough to suppose that this is 
equivalent to saying the most refined women 
anywhere. The first President was Mrs. 
Charles D. Homans, who for a number of 
years was Prison Commissioner in this Com- 
monwealth, and than whom the Common- 
wéalth is never likely to have a better one; 
ite president at the present time is Mrs. 

~almer, .formerly the President of Wellesley 
College. It 1s to this society that the establish- 
ment of the annex at Harvard is largely due; 
it raised the money for the chemical labora- 
tory at the Institute of Tezhnology on condi- 
tion that the laboratory should be open to 
both sexes; andso on through a long list of 
admirably managed and ably considered 
undertakings, all of.which have required 
executive ability, the raising of much 
money, and the exercise of a good deal of tact. 
One of the latest thiugs which the society has 
carried thrpugh is the establishment of ahome 
.at Brighton for the deaf and dumb children 
who come to Boston to attend the Horace 
Mann school for this unfortunate class. A 
proper house has been found, bought and 
paid for, furnished, and provided with a suit- 
able matron—a woman who is herself the 
mother of one of the deaf and dumb pupils 
and who knows how to pity and how to deal 
with them—and the children are already estab- 
lished in their pleasant quarters. It is things 
of this sort, which are as thoughtful in their 
conception and as delicate in their nature as 
they are practical in their carrying out, that 
the society, working always quietly, absolute- 
ly without parade, without public reports, 
newspaper honors, or anything of the sort 
has been steadily accomplishing for years. 

One of the latest undertakings of the society 
is the founding of a scholarship which shall 
enable woman students to have the advantages 
of foreign university training. It is found 
that while the educational advantages now 
open to women in America are sufficient to fit 
them for taking places in the ranks of ordinary 
teachers, there is difficulty in their holding 
their own in any contest for the higher places, 
such as professorships, against the men who 
have been trained abroad. -Pesonally, I 
should consider this state of thmgs decidedly 
a desirable one, but this is not the view of the 
managers of women’s colleges, and it is not 
the view of the Woman’s*Educational Associa- 
tion. They have raised the money and are 
now to selectasuitable young woman and 
send her over the sea to be made into a pro- 
fessor. 

As I have said, I have not the slightest sort 
of sympathy with the thing, butif it is to be 
done it could not be done better than it is be- 
ing managed and than itis sure to be man- 
aged by the society. At the meeting held to 
discuss the particulars of the matter it was in- 
sisted tnat the beneficiary of the scholarship 
must be of fine mind, of good scholarship, of 
firm health, and of earnest purpose. hen 
all this was said a woman whose name is well 
known all over the country remarked: 
“* There is another thing to be insisted upon. 
She must be good looking, of attractive pres- 


ence, and of winning personality. She should 


be the sort of woman who will be looked at 
with admiration when she comes into the 
room.. As long as at present we can only 
send over one girl ata time we must select 
those that will give the best impression there 
and when they return. Asa mere matter of 
helping on the sentiment in favor of the high- 
er education of women one pretty and fasci- 
nating professor does more than all the argu- 
ments in the world.”’ 
Scriptural Phrase Proven, 


If this is not the wisdom of serpents with 
the harmlessness of doves I do not understand 
the ‘scripture phrase! I do not presume to 
say how far it will be possible to carry out 
this program, but this is certainly an evidence 
of worldly shrewdness which goes far to make 
it plain why the society has accomplished so 
much in its quiet, always dignified, way. 

While this is the best of the societies of the 
sert here, it is butione of many, and they are 
all well supported by subscription, or, to 
speak more exactly, they are all able to raise 
money for any good work which they have in 
hand. They support young women who are 
studying music, young men who go abroad to 
study art, they send missionaries to be eaten 
by the heathen, take care of sick children at 
home, build hospitals for women and chil- 
dren, and so on through all the list. Now the 
call is for a seaside home for poor patients,

It is almost to be wondered at 
that those who have money to give do not find 
themselves in the poor-house !

be and are taken. 
Roston Likes Commissioner Ives, 

In the first place, while there is everywhere 
in the Boston studios a kindly feeling toward 
Commissioner Ives, it is idle to deny that 
Assistant Commissioner Kurtz, who was here 
recently, left behind him a most unpleasant 
impression. He met a committee of artists 
and began bf stating, as they understood, that 
no juries had been appointed, ending with 
taking from his pockets printed slips of juries 
which he said had been appointed. It is prob- 
able that Mr. Kurtz did not so absolutely 
commit hitrself as those to whom he spoke 
understood him to do, and jthat he could at 
least, by the exact wording of what he did say, 
shield himself from the charge of having 
uttered an untruth; but this would not re- 
move the feeling that he was disingenuous and 
shuffling in his attitude. 

This might all have been pasSed over, how- 
ever, had it not been for the discovery that 
the general jury, whose decisions were to over- 
ride those ot al! local juries, was. to com- 
posed of New York artists exclusively. The 
ground taken here is that the artists of no one 
city should be given any such power. It 
seems somewhat supertiuons, moreover, for 
the local juries to take the trouble of selecting 
works which might afterward be received or 
rejected at pleasure by the general jury; and 
a meeting of the artists was held Monday, at 
which it was resolved to petition Commis- 
sioner Ives to allow the Boston artists a proper 


represenfation ®pon the general jury and also 


upon the Hanging committee. 

The matter is one which is of interest as 
showing the feeling which is likely to spring 
up elsewhere as wellasin Boston. Certainly 
the men of no one city should be given the 
control of the department; and perhaps least 
of allthe New York men. New York is the 
most provincial city in America and very like- 


ly in the world in the sense of being absorbed 


in the concerns and interests of what is in- 
cluded within its own boundaries. There is 
no likelihood that with the best intentions in 
the world a jury of New York artists would 
be able to be really fair te-the art of the rest 
of the country; and it is @- mistake to expect 
them to perform a feat as superhuman. 

With evil comes good, and there is at least 
some comfort to be taken in the fact that the 
recent fright in connection with the landing 
of the typhus-fever infected Italians has been 
followed bythe order of the Board of Health 
that the worst tenement houses in the town 
shall be at once vacated and put into proper 
order. If we advance in no other way, at 
least we do get some of the plague-spots of 
the city cleared away every year, and there is 
now notinng which in theaid days would have 
seemed bad. 

One of these substantial institution? of Bos- 
ton is the Suffolk Savi Bank, and one of 
the institutions of the Suffolk Savings Bank is 
its attendant, Mr. Blank.

ence. |—Alphonse Daudet’s new novel, ‘** Rose 
and Ninette,’’ a story of the morals and man- 
ners of the day, will be published this week 
by the Cassell Publishing company simulta- 
neously with its appearance in France. Not- 
withstanding that the American riglit was 
bought at a good round price and that the 


‘ book is protected by copyright it is published 


here for 50 cents. The story deals with the 
subject of divorce, an institution which, while 
M. Daudet does not altogether condemn as 
unnecessary, he shows in its most tragic and 
its comic side. The first chapter opens with 
the visit of Rose and Ninette to their 
father, Régis de Fagan, “who has 
been divorced just two weeks and, 
** still intoxicated with the happiness of his 
release from bondage,” was watching for his 
daughters through the “ wide-open windows of 
his recently-acquired bachelor’s apartment,”’ 
These charming young girls are allowed to 
visit him two Sundays in every month, ac- 
companied by their English governess. One 
cannot blame Fagan for leaving his wife, for, 
as the story gées on, her exasperating char- 
acter is revealed. She is all deception and 
cruelty, he all frankness and amiability. 

The house where Fagan has his new quar- 
ters is kept by a certain Mms. Hulin, whom 
he at first supposes to be a young widow, but 
who, he subsequently learns, is in a posi- 
tion somewhat similar to his own. She is not 
divorced, but she has been obliged to leave 
her husband on account of bad treatment. It 
is not long after Fagan’s divorce that his wife 
concludes to marry another man, and Fagan 
would gladly have married Mme. Hulin had 
she been free. The complications that arise 
from the divorce and the separation are end- 
less, and Daudet shows plainly enough that 
while it may be a necessity of his it can never 
lead to much happiness, 

A Conglomerate Interview. | 

In Jerome K. Jerome’s new magazine, the 
Idler, there is a conglomerate interview with 
Mark Twain, personally conducted by Luke 
Sharp, to which both Joseph Hatton and Rud- 
yard Kipling are contributors. In an intro- 
ductory paragraph Luke Sharp says: 


I have been asked to interview Mark Twain for 
the Jdler. I have refused to do so, and I think it 
only fair to the public to state my reason for the 
refusal before beginning the interview. It is sim- 
ply because lam afraid of Mark Twain. When 
we were talking about interviewers a short time 
since he said to me in slow and solemn tones that 
would have impressed a much braver man than I 
ami 

“If any one ever interviews me again I will send 
him a bill for five times what I would chafge for 


an article the length of the interview.’’ Now such ° 


a threat means financial ruin to an ordinary man. 
However modest Mark Twain himself nag 4 be, 
his prices do not share that virtue with him. 
Baron Rothschild might be able to write a few 


words on a check which’ would cause that piece of 


penmanship to bqof more value in the commer- 
cial world than a bit of Mark Twain’s manvscrip 
but few men have the gift of making their ‘copy’ 
as costly asthe Baron and Mark ain. Isaw 
that if I ventured to interview Mark ain 
should very likely spend the rest of my natural 
life in elndi that gentleman and the bauliffs he 
ye ve no desire to incur such a lia- 
bility as would be represented by five times the 
amount of Twain’s inflated prices. I have there- 
fore invited several estimable gentlemen to assist 
mé in this hazardous adventure..In union there 
is strength, and, while Mark Twain might run 
one of us down, he will find his hands full if he 
attempts to deal with us ali together. 


Mark Twain in London. 


Joseph Hatton tells several good stories of 
Clemens’ earliest visit to London. Among 
them this, 

The first time he came to my house it was to 
meet some thirty pleasant people at supper. It 
was his first entertdinment in town. He was 
very desirous of observing the customs of the 
country, Hecame ina dresscoat. That was all 
right. He was very glad he had put on his dress 
coat. Hetook the late Mrs. Howard Paul, a 
very clever, charming woman, down to sup- 
per. He gonsulted her touching certain social 
customs. She was in her way quite a 
humorist, and in those days a bright and lively 
woman. Knowing that on no account did I ever 
permit speech-making at mytable; knowing, in- 
deed, that even in artistic society this kind of 
thi is never resorted to, she explained to 
Mark Twain that quite thé contrary was the case; 
that if he desired really to show tbat he was up to 
all the little tricks of the great worid of London, 
he would, as the greatest stranger, if not the 
most important guest, rise and propose the host’s 
health; that everybody would expect it from him, 
and so on. Presently, to the astonishment of 
everybody, Mark Twain arose, tall and gaunt, 
and began to drawi out in his odd if fascinat- 
ing manner a_ series of complimentary 
comments upon thé host, at the same time apolo- 

izing for not being quite prepared with a : 
for the reason that the lady on his right had been 
instructing him all the night with personal stories 
of everybody at the table. The table squirmed a 
little at this. It had “nocall” tosquirm. Itwas 
above reproach. Genius, beauty, wealth, and 
even the nobility (he was a real lord if he was but 
a little one) were well represented ; but you might 
have thought from his manner that Mark Twain 
had heard some very strange stories of his fellow- 
guests. It wae a happy, clever, odd little s h; 
and both he and Mrs. Paul were forgiven—he for 
making it, she. for misleading him as tothe man- 
ners and customs of the world of Upper Bohemia, 


Twain’s Love for Tobacco. 
Of Mark Twain’s devotion to tobacco Luke 


Sharp says: | 

I have been_told that his annual allowance is 
3,000 cigars. Butit must not be thought that his 
devotion to tobacco stops at this trivial quantity. 
The cigars merely represent his dessert in the way 
of smoking. The solid repast of nicotine is taken 
by means of acorn-cob pipe. The bowLof this pipe 
is made from the hollowed-out cob of an ear of 
Indian corn. It is a very ligt pipe, and it 
colors brown as you use it, and ultimately black, 
so they callit in America “The Missouri Meer- 
schaum.” I was much impressed by the inge- 
nuity with which Mark Twain fills his cornceb 

ipe. The humorist is an inspired idler. He is a 

azy man, and likes to do things with -the least 

trouble to himself. He smokes a granulated to- 
bacco which he keeps ina long check bag made 
of silk and rubber. When he has finished smok- 
ing, he knocks the residue from the bowl of the 
pipe, takes out the stem, places it in his vest 
pocket, like a pencil or a stylographic pen, and 
throws the bowl into the bag containing the 
granulated tobacco. Whenhe wishes to smoke 
again (this is usually five minutes later) he fishes 
out the bowl, which is now filled with tobacco, 
inserts the stem, and strikes a light“ Noticing 
that his pipe was very aged and black, and know- 
ing that he was about to enter a country where 
corncob pipes are not, I asked him if he had 
brought a supply of pipes with him. 

*O, no,” he answered, “I never arceyt 4 nowt 
corn-cob pipe. A new pipe irritates the throa 
No 60 abe ag ipe is fit for anything until it has 
been used at least a fortnight.” 

“How do you manage then?’ I asked. “ Do 

ou follow the example of the man with the tight 
ts—wear thema couple of weeks before they 
can be put on?’ i : 

* No,” said Mark Twain, “I always hire a cheap 
man—a man who doesn’t amount to much, any- 
how—who would be as well—or better—dead, and 
let him break inthe pipe for me. I get him to 
smoke the pipe for a couple of weeks, then put in 
anew stem, and continue operations as long as 
the pipe holds together.”

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A BRITISH TRAVELER IN COREA, 


Some of the Interesting Things That He 
Saw There. 
-That curious country, Corea, has been vis- 
ited by Mr. C. W. Campbell of the British 
consular service, who has made an interesting 
report of his travels there. As soon as he left 
the Corean City of Seoul for the rural regions 
he was struck by their prosperous and fruitful 
appearance. Luxuriant crops of rice, millet, 
beans, and buckwheat covered the valleys, and 
the straw-thatched huts of the peasants were 
surrounded with picturesque melon gardens 
and fields of sesamum, hemp, chilli, and to- 
bacco, The country there is mountainous, 
and the traveler’s eye ranges over an expanse 
of hilltops, now running in a succession of long 
billowy lines, now broken up like the wave- 
lets in a choppy sea, often green with forests, 
but just as often bare, brown, and forbidding. 
Mountain brooks rush over gravel beas in the 
valleys, which are consequently well watered 
and made fertile. The hamlets are of two dis- 
tinct kinds, those that are wholly agricultural 
and those that depend largely upon the en- 
tertainment of native traders and travelers. 
In an agricultural hamlet every house has its 
thrashing floor of beatenclay, the workshop of 
the family, and the banks of the streams are 
lined with women and girls, busily engaged in 
steeping hemp, preparing cabbages for pickle, 
or washing clothes with sticks instead of soap. 
The terraces of thatch on the huts are bright- 
ened by foliage and flowers, near which are 
rows of castor-oil plants, and persimmon, 
apricot, peach, and other trees. The roadside | 
hamlet for travelers, on the other hand, is 
apt to be very unattractive, consisting of but a 
single street, lined on both sides with a strag- 
gling collection of huts, most of which are 
inns or eating shops, swarming with vermin 
and close to foul pools, heaps of refuse, and 
open drains. aked children frolic around 
every hamlet. The terrace cultivation, the 
irrigation works, and the patient labor 
that have enriched Japan are unknown in 


rea. 

The implements used in farming are wooden 
plows and harrows, bamboo rakes, short hoes, 
and reaping hooks. There is also a peculiar 
Corean implement for breaking turf, a huge 


| Shovel, wielded by three or five men, one 


guiding: it by thé long handle, while the 
others strain or jerk it on either side with 
ropes attached to the blade. Rice is thrashed 
by seizing a wisp in both hands and beati 
the grain out overa long board. Beans res 
pulse are dealt with by flails, while grain is 
winnowed by throwing.it up in the wind, anda 
hulled by means of stone querns and mor- 
a. the latter worked by hand, by foot, or by 
water, 
The principal farm animal is the ox, which 
does -the plowimg and which is a splendid 
beast, handy and tractable. The other do- 
mestic animals are black, gaunt, hairy, wily 
pigs; wolfish dogs, which possess a surprising 


nose for foreigners; ponies that are not put 


to field labor; and fowls that bave great pow- 
ers of flight and are very wary. Dairy prod- 
uce is almost unknown. 

Mr. Campbell found trade activ ong the 
east coast of Corea. Manchester cottons 
some other English manufactured goods are 
carried from there toward the interior. but 
the Russians are now trying to get control 
of the Corean trade. airs are com- 
mon in all the populous districts of 
Corea. The highways of the country dare al- 
ways enlivened with a concourse of merry, 
brightly dressed people, wending their 
way to the market town; squads of women 
carrying jars and baskets of melons, pe 
chillies, and other fruits;on their heads ol 
babies on their backs; bulls and carta laden 
with brushwood for fuel; produce of all kinds, 
including grain and dried fish, borne by pon- 
ies and men; sturdy, half-nude. coolies per- 
spiying under lofty wooden frameworks, to 
which assortments of earthenware pots and 
turned wooden di are attached, and, more 
numerous than all, the pleasure-seeker, in 
holiday dress, strutting along in company 
with a batch of friends, gesticulating, Jau 
ing, and cracking jokes productive of the most 
hilarious mirth. The natives on the high- 
ways treated Mr. Campbell good-naturedly 


but could not keep from smiling at ‘his Brit. | 


ish dress. | 

The market-place of a village often widens 
into a sort of plaza, where straw booths are 
erected by the traders, but ordinarily each 
man exposes his wares on some boards or on 
acarpet, The trader squats Turkish-fashion 
beside his wares. ° 
_ Mr. Campbell had great difficulty in reach- 
ing his Pi § the great White Mountain, which 
lies beyond deuse forests that cover uninhab- 
ited regions, but in which he found some 
hunters who were searching for deer and sa- 
ble. One of his native guides fell ill and the 
rest of them attribu the illness to the 
mountain ghosts, to whom they offered pro- 
pitiatory sacrifices of rice. The White Mount- 
ain is the most remarkable natural feature of 
Corea. Itisnow known that the perennial 
whiteness of its crest is caused by pumice 
when not by snow. In the broadtop of the 
mountain lies the lake, twelve miles in circuit, 
7,500 feet above sea level, whichis supposed 
to be the source of the three rivers, Yahr, 
Tumed, and Sungari. This lake is the nucleus 
of a mass of legends, a sacred spot, the abode 
of supernatural beings, and not to be pro- 
faned with impunity by mortal eye, It is 
redolent with the traditions of the Corean peo- 
ple, whose history extends as far back as 4,000 
years.

Mr. Ingersoll, as you are 
strong on the sciences, you know that nota particle 
of matter in any part of the material universecan 
be moved without effecting every other particle of 
matter in the same universe; that when you tuss 
the ashes from your cigar you change the course 
of the moon, the sun, and all the planets and 
suns, visible. or invisible. that move in silence 
through space, and that the perturbation you pro- 
duce will prevent all these from ever being again 
as they were before. Can you or anybody cal- 
culaté and sum up the physical consequences of 
your act, the net result, in all the countless eons 
of time to come? It may seem strange that the 
fail of a bit of ashes or the movement of a fly's 
wing can produce such an exutlliess commotion, buat 
science, you know, leaves no duvubt of it. 

Just here Mr. Ingersoll, | must ask you if the 
goodness or badness of the thief's act is to be 
known from its physical or moral consequences? 
lf you say from the physical, I reply that from the 
scientific facts [have just given it 1s absolutely 
impossible to knowin time or eternity whether 
the thief did a good or a bad thing. Anda code 
of morals that leaves things in that condition is 
not tit for a lunatic asylum. 

Both Worlds Governed Alike. 


If you say the goodness or badness of the thief’s 
act depends on moral consequences, I reply that, 
judging by analogy from what we know by experi- 
ence and science—asidt from’ otber means of 
-knowledge, the existence of which your philoso- 
phy denies—we must conclude that the moral 
world is governed by the same laws that govern 
the physical world. 

And if you grant this, which, as a scientist, you 
know is perfectly scientific, we will have to go 
through the same endless round as in the case of 
the ashes and fly’s wing. 

But you may deny this analogy. Well, then, I 
will let it pass and take your own theory, that all 
there is is matter and that all phenomena known 
to us, whether moral, intellectual, or physical, are 
nothing but forms of matter. From this dogma 
of yours it evidently follows that the physical, 
moral, intellectual worlds are governed by the 
law. Then what 1 have said of the endless con- 
sequences of a physical act is equally true of a 
moral act. Let us now see the consequences of 
the thief's act in the moral world and try if 
we can ever know them. The act of the thief 
from the moment of its doing will begin and con- 
tin to work its sconsequences—by which its 
goodness or badness is to be known--and the 
mora! world will never be the same as it was be- 
fore the thieving act. The moral wave, put in 
motuon by the thief, will roll on forever, now 
meeting an opposing billow, nowswerving at an 
unknowable angle, and batted turns its course 
elsewhere, but never again to find that equilibri- 
um and rest in which the thief found it before his 
act. e 
Now, if your theory of right and wrong be true 
it can never be known in the moral world whether 
the thief did a good thing or a bad till the moral 
consequences of his act are summed up and the 
net result known. This summing up becomes the 
more diflicult if we count in the cousequences, 
physical and moral, to the poor farmer aud what 
remains of his wrecked family. 


The Final Round, 


Father Lambert goes on tosay in substance: 

Ingersoll—There is no very great difference of 
opinion among civilized people as to what is or is 
not moral, 

Lambert—One reason of that is that most civil- 
ized people pay no attention to your pelroner 
or moral standard. The great majority of civil- 
ized peeple are Christians; they have the ten 
commandments, and that is the reason why they 
do not ditfer as to what is or is not moral. 

Ingersoll—It cannot be truthfully said that the 
man who attacks buddhism attacks all morality. 

Lambert—You attack a religion when you at- 
tack its doctrines. If you attack the doctrines or 
dogmas of Buddhism you attack the mural code 
based on those doctrines. 

Ingersoll—So, one attacking what is called 
Christianity does not attack kindness, charity, or 
other virtue. 

Lambert—You attack these virtues when you 
destroy the motives of them. You attack them 
when you destroy the reason of their being. 
When you deny God and hold the doctrine of un- 
avoidable fate you take away all the motives of 
virtuous acts. Since if they are necessary acts 
they cease to be virtues. The virtues can 
not exist where there is no free 
will, where our thonghts grow out of 
what we eat, as you teach. Christianity teaches 
the existence of asupreme being who holds us 
respousible-for our acts and rewards or punishes 
them ; that in the nature of this supreme being is 
found the reason of the virtues. Hence when you 
attack these fuudamental truths of Christianity 
you destroy these virtues, as you would destroy 
a house by removing the foundation of it, or as 
you would kill the branches by cutting down the 
tree. The virtues are the boben and fruit of 
truth worked out in buman action. 

Ingersoli—It does not seem possible to me that 
fove, kindness, justice, or charity ever caused any 
one who possessed and practiced these virtues to 
persecute his fellow-man on account of a differ 
ence of belief, . 

Lambert—Christianity. incuicates kindness, 
charity, truthfulness, justice, ete. Ifa Christian 
fails to practice these virtues the fault is his own 
and cannot be attributed to the religion whose 
teachings he disobeys. You harp much on perse- 
cutions for difference of belief. 1 do not believe 
that any persecution ever took place for a mere 
difference of belief. There was always difference 
of belief plus something else. It is a fact of 
human nature that no mancan attempt to over- 
throw the fixed maxims and beliefs of any people 
without getting himself into trouble. Belief 
peoaeces in man corresponding external acts. 

y these external acts a man may come in col- 
lision with somebody else or with “he laws of sv- 
ciety. ‘Then comes the trouble. 

Ingersoll--If Christianity has persecuted, some 
reason must exist outside the virtues inculcated. 

Lambert—As Christianity did not persecute it 
is needless to seek a reason why it did. Whether 
some Christian people are persecuted is another 
question. I deny that Christian people are per- 
secuted for difference of belief alone. 1 have 
given the reason above. The cause of persecution 
must be sought outside the traths and principles 
inculcated by Curistianity. You must seek 
further. 

ingersoll—{f this cause is inherent in something 
else, which has been added to the ordinary vir- 
tues, then Christianity can properly be held ac- 
countable for the persecution. 

Lambert—Uniess Christianity added this 
mysterious “something else’ to the ordinary 
Virtues it cannot properly be held accountable 
for persecutions.

NEGROES TO CONFER. 
BLACK BELT FOLKS TO CONSIDER 
SERIOUS PROBLEMS, 


A Meeting in the Intere«t of the Southern 
Negro to Be Held at Tuskegee, Ala.— 
Two Important Questions to Be Dis- 
cussed—How to Abolish the One-Room 
Cabin and the Credit System—Increased 
Facilities for Training in Trades and 
Agriculture Demanded. 

New York Tribune: A conference in the 

‘interest of the Southern negro is to be held at 
Tuskegte, Ala., during the latter part of this 
month. The arrangements for the confer- 
ence are in the hands of the Tuskegee Normal 
and Industrial Institute, and the aim is, as we 
learn from the circular which has been issued, 
**to bring together for a quiet conference, not 
the politicians and those usually termed ‘ lead- 
ing colored people,’ but representatives of the 
masses, the bone and sinew of the race, the 
common, hard-working farmers, with a few 
of the best ministers and teachers.”’ The con- 
‘ference will address itself chiefly to two ques- 
tions: First, the actual industrial, moral, and 
educational condition of the masses of the 
negroes, more especially those of the “* black 
belt’; and, second, how can the educated ne- 
groes most effectively use their talents and ac- 
quirements for the benefit of theless fortunate 
members of their race? : 

Such a conference, in case those who direct 
it are persons of good common sense with a 
pronounced taste for wholesome, practical re- 
sults rather than for theories, however fine, 
can scarcely fail to be useful. It is evident 
that these black belt negroes are in ab 
way, that they stand in urgent need of wise 
counsel. The circular in question contafns 
this paragraph: 

** It may be said in general that a large ma- 
jority of the colored people in the ‘ black belt’ 
—cutton district—are indebted for supplies 
secured through the ‘mortgage system,’ rent 
the land on which they live, ana dwell in one- 
room log-cabins.”’ 

The schools are in session in, the country 
districts not often longer than three months 
and are taught iin most cases in churches or 
log-cabins with almost no apparatus or school 
furniture. 

The poverty and ignorance of the negro, 
which show themselves by his being com- 
pelled to “* mortgage his crop ’’—go in debt 
for the food and clothes on which to live from 
day to day—is not only a terrible drawback to 
the negro himself, but is a severe strain on the 
resources of the white man, 

According to the testimony of those most 
competent to speak, the”"two great curses of 
the black belt negroes ‘are the one-room cabin 
and the credit system. Sosaid Gen. Armstrong 
of Hampton Inatitute and President Wood- 
worth.of the Tongaloo (Miss.) University at 
the Mohonk negro conference in 1890. It 
needs no argument to prove that the 
one-room cabin, in which an _e entire 
family is huddled, is a foe alike to 
physical and moral cleanliness. It is equally 
plain that the credit system hangs like a 
millstone about the neck of the negro, con- 
stantly dragging him down and discouraging 
him. But what can the conference do about 
it? ‘The chances are that the average negro 
lives in a one-room cabin simply because he 
cannot afford a cabin containing two or more 
rooms, and that he gets alorg as best he can 
on credit because he cannot afford |to pay as 
he goes. 

' The problem presented is a most difficult 

one. The recommendations whith were 

adopted by the Mohonk conference referred 
to constitute perhaps as valuable a contribu- 

« tion in the direction of its solution as has yet 

-been made. The conference recommended in- 

creased facilities for industrial training in 

trades and in agriculture; an educatibn 
for girls that will fit them for home-making 
and housekeeping; more and. better 
schools; more colored teachers who 
have had the benefit of normal-school train- 
ing; the abolition of the one-room cabin and of 
the credit system ‘‘with store pay and a lien 
upon the crops,’’ and the establishment by the 

United States of a postal savings system. 

These recommendations were made less than 

two years ago at the close of a week’s debate 

upon all the important phases of’ the negro 
question save that which relates to politics. 

The debate was participated im by many 

men of many acute minds, who were drawn 

together by acommon animating purpose— 

a public-spirited, philanthropic desire to help 

the negro work out his own complex salva- 

tion. Still, the Mohonk conference labored 
under one disadvantage. It was discussing 
the black belt negroes at long. range, and no 
one of them was present to speak fo? the rest. 

Let us see what will ¢ome of the short-range 

conference of this month..

Lillian didn’t get any flowers from the 
college boys, and when she learned that her 
leading lady, “the ant’’ of the opens. had re- 
ceived such a gorgeous tribute from her col- 
legiate admirers she refused to permit the 
huge floral design to be drawn upon the 
stage or to stand in the lobby. The best ar- 
rangement that could be made for the gift 
was to stand it in the show window of a big 
clothier’s establishment opposite the the- 
ater. Miss Claire’s friends objected to this 
and began to talk. This made Miss Russell 
more angry. 

** There is but one star in this company,”’ 
said Miss Russell, ‘‘and if Miss Claire doesn’t 
understand it now it will soon be brought to 
her notice. Thetrouble with Miss Claire is 
that she wants too much notoriety.”’ Lillian

** Atty didn’t even know that she had any 
flowers besides the bunches thrown to her un- 
til we got back tothe hotel. Of course thé 
Columbian boys didn’t intend to pass those 
great pieces over the footlights. They simply 
wanted to put them in the foyer on the first 
night. That is the custom at the Garden 
Theater. Butif they wouldn’t allow them in 
the foyer what was the objection to having 
them taken to her drezsing-room?

NEW USE OF THE SPECTROSCOPE. 


It Can Measure the Movement of Stars as 
Well as Tell Their Composition. 

Pall Mall Budget: As an instance of the 
extraordinary results obtainable by the use of 
the spectroscope Sir Robert Ball describes 
how astronomers have at last got equal 
with the vargaries of Algol—the Demon 
Star. The peculiarities of this celestial de- 
mon are that for two days and ten hours the 
star remains of uniform iuster, being ranked 
about the second magnitude; then a decline 
of brightness sets in and the star in a few 
hours parts with three-fifths of its brightness. 
These changes are visible to the naked eye 
and have been known for centuries. But no- 
body knew how to account forthem. At last 
Vogel has made the star reveal its mystery: 

‘A pplying thejimproved spectographic proc- 
ess to Algol he determined one night that 
Algol was retreating at aspeed of twenty-six 
miles a second. When he repeated his ob- 
servations he found that Algol was again mov- 
ing with the same velocity, but this time the 
movement was toward the earth instead of 
from it® Now, it isimpossible for a star to 
run along astraight line for a certain dis- 
tance, stop, turn back, again retrace its 
movement, stop and again return. Such 
movement is simply forbidden by the 
laws of motion. But there is no 
objection to the supposition that Algol is moy- 
ing in a path which is nearly, if not exactly, a 
circle. uring the description of one seml- 
circle Algol is coming toward us, while during 
the other semicircle it is going from us, and 
thus the observed facts of the movement are 
conciliated with the laws of motion.” _ 

But the results of the new astronomy in con- 
nection with Algol are not exhausted yet. Such 
a movement as has been above proved admits 
of no other interpretation save that there must 
‘be another mighty body in the immediate vi- 
cinity of Algol: 

‘* We had already seen reason to believe in 
the possibility of the presence — of such a com- 
panion for the Demon Star, simply from the 
fact of its variability. There cannot be any 
longera doubt that the mystery has been 
solved. Aigol must be attended by a compan- 
ion star, which, if not absolutely as devoid of 
intrinsic light as the earth or the moon, 18 
nevertheless dark, relatively to Algol. Once 
in each period of revolution this obscure body 
intrudes between the earth and Algol, cutting 
off a portion of the direct ight from the star, 
and thus producing the well-known effect. 

But the new.astronomy not only proves the 
existence of this unseen star, 1t measures and 
weighs it as well. ‘“* Here is an object,’’ says 
Sir Robert Ball, “* which we have never seen, 
and apparently never can expect to see, but 
yet we have been able to weigh it, to measure 
it, and to deterinine its movements.

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GIVES A LABORATORY. 


S. A. KENT PROVIDES $150,000 
FOR CHICAGO UNIVERSITY. 


The Architect Is Now at Work on Plans 
for the Finest Chemical Laboratory in 
the Country—Prof, Ira Remsen of Johns 
Hopkins Is Giving Him Ideas Suggested 
by Alis. Experience-Something Aboat 
the Donor-—Other Buildings Needed by 
the University Before the Fair. 


Sidney A. Kent will build the Chemical 
Laboratory for the University of Chicago. It 
will cost $150,000 and will be the finest Chem- 
ical Laboratory in America. Prof. Remsen 
of Johns Hopkins is in the city to assist in 
making the plans. ” 

It has been the purpose of the University of 
Chicago from the outset to pay special atten- 
tion to scientific studies. President Harper 
had a strong conviction that, if he could make 
adequate provision for the classical and liter- 
ary departments of a great university, the in- 
terest of Chicago in what is considered the 
more practical studies, would soon provide for 
the development of the institution in technical 
and scientific directions, Already evidence 
begins to appear that he was right in this 
view. 

The electricians, engineers, and architects 
are already taking steps to provide a physical 
laboratory, and now Sidney A. Kent comes 
forward and proffers the funds for a first- 
class, chemical laboratory. Mr, Kent has 
been considering for some time the question 
of erecting a building for the university. He 
had a number of conferences with Charles L. 


Hutchinson and President Harper on the sub- 


ject before Mr, Hutchinson went abroad. He 
saw the latterin New Yo-k the day he sailed 
iand told him that he might rest assured the 
university would be remembered. Returning 
tu Chicago he consulted with George C. 
Walker as to the wisest thing he could do for 
the institution. He finally decided that he 
would provide for it the best possible chem- 
ical laboratory and thus enable it to begin in 
a large and efficient way its scientific work. 
He authorized Mr. Walker to have the plans 
of a laboratory prepared as soon as possible, 
and yesterday, through H. H. Kohlsaat, sent 
President Harper word that he. might an- 
nounce his purpose to the Board of Trustees. 
Architect Cobb is now at work preparing 
the plans and specifications. Prof. Ira Rem- 
sen of Johns Hopkins, who is said to have no 
superior as a student and teacher of chemistry 
in Amegica, was asked to come to Chicago to 
assist in planning the interior after the latest

OPERATIONS ON WABASH AVENUE. 
A Number of Important Business Build- 
ines to Be Built on This Thoroughfare. 

The transfer of the property at the corner of 
Wabash avenue and Sixteenth street, known 
as the Kenmore Building, from Frederick T. 
Haskell to Conrad Furst has just gone to rec- 
ord. The consideration named is $100,000. 
The lot has a frontage of 59 feet on Wabash 
avenue and 100 feet on Sixteenth street. The 
improverent is a three-story flat building. 

There is promise of great activity in build- 
ing improvement of property on Wabash ave- 
nue in the numerous projects being advanced 
by owners. Walter H. Wilson gives an outline 
of some of the improvements planned for that 
part ot the street north of Twenty-second 
street. C. L. Willoughby will erect a six- 
story iron front structure at Nos. 1243 and 
1245 Wabash avenue which will be 171 feet 
deep, covering the entire lot. He also has 
plans out for building up 135 feet of west 
frontage between Sixteenth and Eighteenth 
streets, where he owns between 300 and 400 
feet. Nearly all the details have been settled 
fur the erection of the building at Nos. 1433 to 
1437, north of the Grace Church, which will 
be seven stories in height, eighty feet front, 
and 170 feet deep to the alley. The building 
ey been rented to be occupied as soon as fin- 
ished. 
J. P. Primley’s four-story building at Nos. 
1519 and 1521 is progressing rapidly, and he 
hopes to move his business here from Elk- 
hart, Ind., by May1. C. F. Rice’s four-story 
building at Nos. 557 and 559 is nearly com- 
pleted and will be occupied by James Cun- 
ningham Sons company, which has rented it 
for ten years, -C. D. Hauk has let contracts

RAPID TRANSIT OPERATIONS. 


A General Awakening in Regard to Im.- 
proved Transportation Facilities. 

The rapid transit question has assumed such 
proportions and developed such features that 
it is now occupying the attention of capital- 
ists, real-estate men, inventors, transporta- 
tion experts, and the public in general. The 
problem at one time had to be pushed for- 
ward by enterprising real-estate men 
and owners of property. Now it forces 
itself upon the public, and possibly to 
no other subject is so much discussion di- 
rected as to the question of meeting the gen- 
eral demand for better transportation facili- 
ties. A journal devoted to street-railway in- 
terests in the current number outlines a 
scheme for a rapid transit system in Chicago. 
It is based on the idea of excludiug transporta- 
tion lines from the business center, and is as 
follows: 


To us it seems that elevated lines will in most 
cases meet the requirements. We do not mean 
that trunk lines should be built in all cases, but 
in the case of Chicago a belt elevated line border- 
ing the congested district would seem to be the 
most practical. On this line cars propelled by 
steam or cg tn could be employed; or, 
better, the step-platform system could be 
adopted. From this elevated structure the 
surface lines should radiate and not 
come within the bounded district, but de- 
liver or receive their passengers at the point of 
contact. The stations on the’belt line should be 
t passen- 

‘rscan readily reach their piaces of business. 

© make this ssheme practicable all sailing craft 
sho be prohibited from entering the 
thus enabling the elevated struct- 
ures to cross the stream at rea- 
sonable height. The same plan would 
doubtless suit the condinons of Boston. New 
York has but to enlarge its present elevated 
structures sutliciently te provide for four tracks, 
und perhaps build a double-decked structure 
along the river fronts, when its traffie for a long 
time tocome will be fully accommodated. So 
many of the Philadelphia lines cross each other 
at right angles that the city has no congested 
district, and surface lines when 
equipped with electricity or cable can 
satisfactorily handle ali the trafic.

West Side t railways has announced the 
intention of replacing horses as a, motive 
power of outlying lines. Tests have beer 
made of the practicability of a steam inotor 
on the North Side iines, an ordinance 
will be presented asking for the right to use 
any kind. of traction power on outlying lines 
which will not be obnoxious to property- 
owners. 

Within a few weeks tests will be made of 
the Love underground conduit system on one 
of the North Side lines. The Love company 
is at work on an experimental North Side 
loop. The conduit starts from Lincoln and 
Fullerton, avenue, runs west on Fullerton 
to Racine, thence south on Racine to 
Webster,. east on Webster to Halsted, and 
finally north on Halsted to the starting 
point on Fullerton avenue. The electric motor 
cars will take the place of horses and pick up 
trailers from the Lincoln avenue cable trains 
at Fullerton and Lincoln avenues. This loop 
has heretofore taken eighteen cars, which were 
drawn toand from the center of the city by 
cable arid pulled around the loop by horses. 
This section of the line will be operated en- 
tirely by the electric system. 

he power equipment is to be located at the 
Lincoln avenue cable wer station, and the 
current will be carried about three-eighths of 
a mile to the track. A 150 horse-power Mc- 
Intosh & Seymour high speed engine will be 
provided especially for the loop service, and a 
500-volt constant potential Eddy generator of 
125 horse-power will furnish current to the 
metallic circuit in the conduit. 

To electricians the:most interesting features 
of the Love system are the peculiarly sha 
slot rail, which forms a roof, so to speak, over 
each of the two conductors, and the method of 
insulating the trolley wire from the conduit 
castings. The wires are hung from square 
blocks of molded mica. At each insulator 
there are two wrought iron pins which 
project horizontally, are parallel with the 
conductors and are set into the conduit cast- 
ing. The mica insulator block is grooved on 
both sides so that way be slipped in be- 
tween and be supported by these two pins. 
The track construction is to be exactly simi- 
lar to that employed by the North Side Street 
railway company where the cable is run in the 
conduit. “Each one of the yoke castings 1s 
twenty inches and the conduit fifteen inthes 
deep, with a width of nine inches, 

The temper of the public is such at present 
that any reasonable franchise will be granted 
to a company promising satisfactory service. 
The latest company to secure privileges was 
the West and South Town Street railway com- 
pany. It was granted the right to builda 
cross-town line on ‘T'wenty-sécond street. A 
circular was issued last week offering stock in 
this company to property-owners and premis- 
ing immediate action in construction of the 
road, 

The West Side Kapid-Transit company has 
reorganized and is confirming the consent 
granted by Ogden avenue property-owners. 
A motor specially adapted to the Boyington 
bicycle system of elevated railway is now be- 
ing built, and the company has announced its 
intention of beginning construction in 
the current season, There is a general 
awakening among transit companies. The 
Alley *‘ L”’ is securing the last bit of mght of 
way necessary for a line north of Thirty-ninth 
street and will be in Operation by June 1. The 
latest and most important movement is that 
involving the sale of the Lake Street Elevated 
road. ‘The statement is made that this road 
has actually been sold to a syndicate of New 
York) capitalists and bankers which wili at 
once proceed to gridiron the West Side with 
a complete system of elevated lines. 


AN IMPROVED REALTY OUTLOOK, 


General Activity in Real-Estate Lines Is 
Expected with the Opening of Spring. 

The following reports from two cities which 
are considered to bein touch with Chicago 
real-estate operations indicate that the condi- 
tions noted here are not peculiar to Chicago. 

The New York Record and Guide sums up 
the local situation as follows: 

The uncertainty in the character of the market 
has done much to retard business that is ready 
and waiting to be done. Even the old traders 
have been affected by it, and, although they ex- 
pressed the greatest confidence in the market and 
maintained that real estate had not looked as 
well for years, they hesitated in taking hold of 
offered properties until some .one else, often a 
outsider, stepped in and took the holding at a 
higher price. But the work of this week will do 
much to remove this uncertain feeling. Each 
week since the new year has seen an increased 
confidence and a more widespread cheerfulness. 
The splendid. work of this week in vacant lots 
will materially strengthen this attitude of .belief. 
Vacant property is after all a splendid barometer 
of the confidence of the market, and when it is re- 
membered that over one hundred lots, well located, 
have been so!d at private sale since last Saturday 
the condition of the realiestate world and its pre- 
vailing feeling must .be pronounced excellent. 
But it is not alone in lots that good work has been 
done. Dwelling-houses which are sought only 
when general business is fairly good have been 
the subject of anxiouis inquiry during the week, 
and many sales of private houses have n ef- 
fected. enting, too, ig said to be particularly 
good, especially in the business districts, and 
several of the large: down-town brokers report 
that they have not had sucha good season in 
years. Ail this is excellent and seems to sub- 
stantiate the statement so frequently made lately 
by conservative and shrewd traders that the pres- 
ent year would be one of the most successful in 
the annals of New York real estate.”’ 

The Colorado Sun says of the Denver real 


estate market: 

Realty business during the past week indicates 
a good future. Had it not been for the continued 
bad weather outside realty would have been 
very active. The first signs of good weather will 
bring out the market wonderfully. 

Inside property has been active during the last 
week, it being the first time this year that it can 
be said, speaking generally. The old-time deal- 
ers in inside property, who have been working 
against fate for a year, speak most encouragingly. 

he vast amount of building projected for the 
coming season has only been realized during the 
last week, when announcements of new biocks 
and handsome residences were frequent. The 
architects are all busy. 

There is more money to loan than there is de- 
mand for. This will hayea tendency to reduce 
rates, unless tne démand increases with the 
building activity.

OWNERSHIP OF LAND BY ALIENS, 


The Different Regulations of Various States 
Bearing on This Point. 

In a paper read by R. C. Smyers, before the 
Nashville Real-Estate (Congress, the following 
outline of the situation regarding alien land 
ownership was given: 

In Alabama, Arkansas, Florida, Georgia, Kan- 
sas, Maine, Maryland, Michigan, Mississippi, Mis- 
souri, New Hampshir¢, New Jersey, Nevada, 
North Carolina, Oregon, Rhode Island, Tennessee, 
and the Virginias aliens have the same rights. as 
; In Nevada Chinamen are excepted. In 

Arizona aliens taking by descent may hold for 

five years, The proparty shall then escheat tothe 

State,.unless the alien has become a citizen or 

has sold the land. (In California alien disability 

was removed in 1874. Resident aliens may take 
by purchase or succession the same as citizéns. 

Non-resident aliens receiving by descent must 
appear in person or by attorney and claim the 
property within five years. In Colorado resident 
aliens may hold same as citizens. But non+resi- 
dent aliens and foreign por pore dens cannot ac- 
quire any interest in agricultural, arid, ot range 
lands. This does not affect city or mineral lands. 

In Connecticut resident aliéns and non-resident 

Frenchmen, so long as France accords to the 

United States the same privilege; may hold real 
estate. Other non-resident aliens may hold land 
for mining or manufacturing purposes, but prop- 
erty so held must not. be in disuse for a period ex- 
ceeding ten years under penalty of escheat to the 
State.

Other 
non-resident aliens are accorded the |same real 
property rights as are accorded to citizens of the 

In 
Minnesota resident alians who fail to become ¢it- 
izens, or non-resident aliens or foreign corpora- 
tions, or corporations 20 per cent of whose stock 
is held by foreigners, cannot hold lands except by

THIRD OF A MILLION DOLLARS. 


The Amount Said to Have Been Paid for a 
Large Indiana Acre Tract, 

Another acre purchase in the Calumet region 
has been reported. A tract of 1,240 acres on 
the south bank of the grand Calumet River, 
with a river frontage of two and one-quarter 
miles, including the Collett taact of 883 acres, 
has been purchased by a syndicate headed by 
R. W. Hyman Jr. for about one-third of a 
,million dollars. The Collett tract is sold by 
Josephus Collett of Terre Haute, Indg, at the 
rate of $250 an acre. The heirs of Mary T. 
Young sell 357 acres for $107,000, or at the rate 
of $300 an acre. The land bought is just south- 
east of East Chicago,and within one-half a 
mile of the tract recently purchased by the 
Graselli company. 

The Collett tract is well-known as one of 
the large holdings in the Calument basin and 
has been the subject of innumerable negotia- 
tions since the activity in the Indiana district 
was given an impetus by the purchase made by 
the big packers. It is said that the property

AMONG ARCHITECTS AND BUILDERS. 


Plans Drawn for a $250,000 Building to Be 
Located in the Wholesale District. 

Plans have been prepared by Adler & Sulli- 
van for a seven-story and basement wholesale 
building to be erected at the southwest corner 
of Van Buren and Franklin streets for the es- 
tate of William Mayer. The building will 
represent an outlay of $250,000, and will oc- 
cupy a frontage of 120 feet on Van Buren 
street and 168 feet on Franklin street. It will 
be faced with chocolate-brown terra cotta, 
with the first story chiefly of plate-glass. The 
interior of the building will be mill construc- 
tion, finished with hardwood, Thisis simply 
one of the indications of the general tendency 
of the wholesale business moving from poorly 
improved streets to localities where high-class 
modern buiidings are being built. 

Plans for the reconstruction of the Revell 
Building, at the northwest corner of Randolph 
street and Fifth avenue, have been made by 
W. H. Drake. Two stories will be added to 
the present five-story structure, and the in- 
The improve- 
ments outlined will represent an outlay of 
$100,000, The completed building will con- 
tain seven stores and about 200 offices. The 
entrance through the Fifth avenue front will 
be finished in marble, with a mosaic floor, 

Plans’ are being prepared forastore and 
apartment building to be erected by B. C., 
Hough on Eighteenth street at a cost of $50,- 
000. The structure will have stone front, mar- 
ble entrances, and all modern improvements. 
Wilson & Marble are preparing the plans. 
The same architects are also designing a $60,- 
000 residence to be built at the corner of 
Michigan boulevard and Thirty-fourth street. 
The building, as well as the barn, will be of 
brown stone, in the construction of which a 
unique style of architecture is to be adopted. 

Mrs. H. L. Mitchell has taken out a permit 
and commenced the erection of a handsome 
residence, 25x70 feet, on West Monroe street 
and Spaulding avenue. The exterior will be 
built of Wisconsin brown stone, with a large 
elliptic verandah in front. Plate-glass patent 
skylight and composition roof will be 
adopted.

Tunnel Travel Is Not Popular. 

The idea of centering all the railroads in 
one great depot is not a new one, Under- 
und transit has also been proposed before. 
en. Sooy Smith prepared comprehensive 
plans for an underground road several years 
ago. There appears to be no doubt that the 
underlying soil is such as to make tunnel 
work easy. Gen. Fitz-Simons says that tun- 

nels may be driven under Chicago in any di-- 
rection with ease and, relatively, economy, if 
kept below the top of the clay-bed, He thinks 
at a depth of forty or fifty feet they could 
pass underneath the largest buildings without 
endangering the latter. Save in afew isglated 
spots there is no strata of rock to be en- 
countered within the city limits. | 

It is questionable, however, whether tun- 
nels could be made popular. Asis shown by 
the practical abandonment of the La Salle 
street and Washington street bores to the 
street railway companies, they.are disliked in 
Chicago. People prefer the delays at open 
bridges to a walk through them. Tunnel 
roads are generally unprofitable. The Lon- 
don underground system covers twenty mules 
and it is not a large money-earner for its own- 
ers. The Greathead tunnel recently constructed 
in that city pays no dividends. This, how- 
ever, in the opinion of Chauncey Depew, who 
examined it last summer, may be partially 
due to rmanagement. In New York the 

Rapid Transit Commission appointed by the 


track tunnel under Broadway. The question 
of transit in New York is discussed ogg, 
much as is the same subject in this city. The 
elevated roads are densely packed, during the 
busy hours of the day and they seem to have 
reached the limits of their carrying capacity. 
Yet the Broadway tunnel through which the 
commission claims passengers can be whirled 
up to the Harlem bridge in less than thirty 
minutes has awakened a violent opposition. 
The Money Not Yet Raised. 

The Metropolitan railroad people claim 
that they will use electric motors which will 
not smoke. They will insure, with improved 
apparatus, a constant current. of fresh gir and 

together make the ride throtigh their tunnels 
almost as pleasant as in the open air. The 
cost of the projected depot and land it oc- 
cupies is given at about $6,000,000. The 
building, it is calculated,’ will pay its own 
charges from rentals. Several thousand of- 
fices are provided for, besides stores on the 
street floor. The tunnels are estimated to 
cost between $1,800,000 and $2,000,000 per 
mile, or about $18,000,000 for nine miles. Add 
to this the cost of the open cuts and the real 
estate which it would be necessary to pur- 
chase, and the company’s needs are approxi- 
mately estimated at $36,000,000. To allay any 
uneasiness which present stockholders in 
street-railway companies may feel, it may be 
positively stated that the money has not been 
raised yet.

the poor wire service, heavy storms East and on 
the other side of the Atiantic interfering with the 
land and cable service. New York bought con- 
siderable wheat during the morning,in an unos 
tentatious way, with local traders free sellers. 
Cudahy, Ream, Brosseau, and Mitchell were the 
leaders among the local buyers, and Pardridge 
took whatever he could get on the breaks. The 
early cables showed less strength in the English 
markets and some of the private advices con- 
flicted. Late cables to the board showed that 
Berlin and Paris were lower, while Antwerp was 
decidedly strong and higher. There was an ex- 
cellent inquiry for cash wheat both in the iustore® 
market and by sample. Jt was reported that there 
had been a sale of 300,000 bu during the last three 
days, to be loaded into vessels and go out 
atahe opening of navigation.

ALLOYS AND TEMPERATURE. 


Steel and Nickel Change Their Relations 
Under Great Cold, 


Popular Science Monthly: In his presiden- 
tial address before the chemical section of 
the British Association Prof. Roberts Austen, 
spoke of the conseqfiences of allotropic 
changes which result in alteration of structure 
as being very great. The case of the tin regi- 
mental buttons which fell in a shapeless heap 
when exposed to the rigorous winter of St. 
Petersburg is well known. The recent re- 
markable discovery by Hopkinson of the 
changes in the density of nickel steel (con- 
taining 22 per cent of nickel) which are pro- 
duced by cooling to 30 degrees affords an- 
other instance. 

This variety of steel, after being frozen, 1s 
readily magnetizable, although it was not so 
before ; its density, moreover, is permanently 
reduced by no less than 2 per cent by the ex- 
posure to cold; and it is startling to contem- 
plate the effect which would be produced by 
& visit to the arctic regions of a ship of war 
built in a temperate climate of ordinary steel, 
and clad with some 3,000 tons of such nickel- 
steel armor; the shearing which would result 
from the expansion of the armor by exposure 
to cold would destroy the ship. 

The molecular behavior of alloys is, indeed, 
most interesting. Mr. W. Spring has shown, 
in along series of investigations, that alloys 


provided that minute particles of the constitu- 
ent elements are submitted to great pressure. 
Mr. W. Hallock has recently given strong evi- 
dence in favor of the view that an alloy can be 
produced from its constituent metals with but 
slight pressure if the temperature to which 
the mass is submitted be above the melting 
point of the alloy, even though it be far below 
the meiting point of the more easily fusible 
constituenf. A further instance is thus afford- 
ed of the fact that a variation of either tem- 
— or pressure will effect the union of 
solids, 


The Ruler of Persia’s Glittering Masses of 
Wealth. 

Sir Henry Drummond Wolff obtained per- 
mission for Mrs. Bishop, the authoress, to 
view the Shah’s ‘‘Museum,” or treasure- 
house.

eled coats of mail dating back to the reign of 
Shah Ishmael, exquisite enamels of great an- 
tiquity, all in a profysion not to be described, 
have no counterpart on earth. They are a 
dream of splendor not to be forgotten. 

** Among the extraordinarily lavish uses of 
gold and gems is a golden globe, twenty 
inches in diameter, turning on a frame of 
solid gold, The stand and meridian are of 
solid gold set with rubies. The equator and 
elliptic are of large diamonds. The countries 
are chiefly outlined in rubies, but Persia is in 
diamonds. The ocean is represented by em- 
eralds. Asif allthis were not enough, huge 
gold coins, each worth thirty-three sovereigns, 
are heaped round its base.’’—Galignani’s Mes- 
senger.

The Influenza Bacillus, 

The Medical Record in its latest issue, con- 
tains a preliminary report from Dr. R. Pfeiffer of 
Berlia of his discovery of the influenza bacillus. 
He says: : 

‘‘In every case of influenza the bacillus is 
found. Central experiments demonstrate that 
the bacillus is absent in ordinary bronchial ca- 
tarrh, pneumonia, and phthisis. The bacillus 
disappears with the disappearance of the dis- 


ease, The - bacillus itself is a sm rod 
abéut the thickness of the mouse 
septicemia bacillus and but half its length. 


Very often three or four are found arrang 
in chains, . . _. The infection is probably 
caused from the bacilli in the secretion of the 
naso-bronchial tract, and the prophylactic meth- 
on would be to destroy the bacillus by neutraliz- 
ing these secretions.”’ 

his is the first aathoritative statement made 
in regard to Dr. Pfeiffer’s discovery.. The discov- 
ery may prove of great value in the treatment of- 
influenza, The description of the newly-found 
bacillus is suggestive, indicating that influenza 1s 
a very distinct infection. New York Herald.

Should the patience of the peasants give out 
the country gentleman will be the first to feel 
the effects of his wrath.

I asked my guide as we were driving along 
how the peasants behaved, and added that I 
had found them humble and respectful,

become too independent and inso- 
lent, but we hope the Zemski 
Natchalnik will change all that.”’ I was pres- 
ently to witness an instance of the altered con- 
dition of things. “That village over there,” 
said my guide, “is comparatively well off; 
those were formerly government peasants.” 
Expressing a desire to see them, by the way 
of contrast, we drove up to one of their huts. 
It is perhaps well to preface what follows by 
poiating. out that the government peasants 
had never.been serfs to the country gentlemen, 
consequently they had no feeling of personal 
loyalty towards them, and as_ they 
were not suffering from the famine 
they had no_ object in assuming 
a virtue which they did not possess. We 
marched into the first hut with the same want 
of ceremony with which we had entered the 
others, but we were received very differently. 

A handsome woman with laughing eyes and 
clean face was playing the hostess, and was 
presiding at a well-scoured table over a very 
substantial repast Of pancakes, cabbage soup, 
and porridge.

LIFE ON THE STAGE. 


ADELAIDE RISTORI RELATES HER 
OWN EXPERIENCE. 


No Reason Why Those Who Have the 
Proper Taste and Ability Should Not 
Devote Themselves to the Dramatic Art 
—Qualities That Are Required to Make 
® Success in the Protession—One Aspi- 
rant’s Ambition—Reproduction of Hu- 
man Life. 

(Copyright, 1892.) 

Rome, Italy, Feb. 5.—[Special Correspond- 
ence. )]—I have been asked to give an opinion 
on certain points regarding my artistic pro- 
fession, referring at the same time to the first 
phase of my long career. 

I have also been requested to state whether 
I would advise a young girl to dedicate herself 
tothe dramatic art. I will say that this art, 
besides being one of the noblest 
(when well represented), is the most 
perfect and the most difficult among 
the liberal arts. But if the. young lady 
attracted by a strong fancy for the stage has 
not been favored by nature with those quali- 
ties which are indispensable to an artist, her 
struggles to succeed would lead to failure. If, 
on the contrary, she possesses all the neces- 
sary requisites, [can see no reason why. her 
vocation should not be followed. But it is 
principally necessary that she should 
place herself in the hands of a good 
guide. It is true that gifts come 
from nature alone, but personal gifts are 
not all that is required. Art is necessary, and 
its secrets can only be revealed by a clever 
master. Without subjecting the pupil toa 
servile imitation it will be his aim to study 
her tendencies in order to give them a proper 
direction, and he will take care not to smother 
them by submitting them to general rules. I 


admit that there is stich a thing as inspira- 


tion, but it must be guided less it assume ill- 
advised manifestations. 

For any person desiring to dedicate herself 
to the dramatic art and to sustain the leading 
parts, the fundamental, indispensable requi- 


sites are natural disposition, personal appeat- 


ance, and voice. 
_ Some may believe that even when deficient 
in these gifts, or in some of them, persevering 


study and an iron will may suffice to make a 
great artist. 


I do notdeny that such cases can 
be verified ; indeed, I myself have known art- 
ists who, although totally deficient in the above- 
named qualities, {hanks to their intelligence and 


to persevering study, succeeded in occupying 


a leading position in the art. “But such cases 
are rare, and great is the difficulty they find 
to disguise in themselves the effort :nade to 
hide the deficiencies of natural gifts. Ig order 
better to explain my opinion I shall say that 
intelligence and good will alone are not 
enough to make an artist. To prove my 
assertion I will quote one of the many ex- 
amples which I might enumerate, narrating 
an incident which occurred tu me in Rome 
some time ao. 

One day during Leo XIII.’s Jubilee my 
servant came to announce to me that a young 
woman who formed part in a pilgrimage 
which had come to Rome to pay eaten to 
the Pope requested the favor of being re- 
ceived by me. I consented to see her. Trem- 
bling and uncertain, the young woman began 
to apologize for having presented herself to 
me without a letter of introduction. I 
begged her to be seated and to explain 
the object of her visit.| After some agi- 
tation, which she found difficult to control, on 
account of a sort of awe with which I appeared 
to inspire her, she told methat from her child- 
hood she had always possessed an unconquer- 
able passiop for the*dramatic art, and as her 
parents did not at all approve of this vocation 
they had pndoateeedl by every possible 
means to dissuade her from carrying 
out her wish. But resolved as she was 
to dedicate herself to the stage, and 
to seek at once an engagement. in a dramatic 
company, ber only 
best means for realizing her golden dream. 
Having heard much about ine she hdd resolved 
on coming to Rome to-ask my advice and pro- 
tection. But how avoid the vigilance and the 
suspicions of her family? A strange idea 
had flashed through her mind. Become a pil- 
grin! Join herself to the faithful who 
were going to Rome to pay. . ho- 
mage to the Holy Father! I gazed 
upon her amazed! She was rather short of 
stature, not good looking, and with a voice of 
no great compass. ‘* Young lady,’’ I said to 
her, *““ your youth and your inexperience 
oblige me to speak frankly to you. In the 
first place, you are very much mistaken if 
you think that the manager off a first-rate 
company would engage a young and unknown 
beginner then and there, and when the 
year is half over, simply because she 
professes to entertain a passion for the dra- 
matic art. Suchthings are vunly possible in 
the case of well-known artists whose engage- 
nent can serve the interests of the manager, 
or in the case of young people full of prom- 
ise. If you have a good disposition (of which 
I shall judge later on), begin by practicing in 
some philo-dramatic society, or else in a small 
dramatic company in order to prepare 
yourself to appear on the _ stage of 
a larger theater and before a paying 
public. which is a different thing from a 
non-paying one. Begin with small parts so as 
afterward to make progress under’ a good 
school. Many of our best artists commenced 
their dramatic career by joining third-rate 
companiesstaking the parts which were in- 
trusted to them. I, for example, began in 
this way, guided by the good: sense of my 
father, who maintained that above all it 
was necessary to become familiar with 
the stage, and I never could complain of the 
result. In this way all shyness is lost; the 
presence of 4 numerous public becomes indif- 
ferent to one, and without being aware of it 
one becomes initiated into the secrets of the 
art, and therefore better able to understand 
the teachings of a good guide. In thus caus- 
ing you to see the real state of affairs 1 feel 
that I am fulfillmg an obligation of ¢con- 
science. . . .f But come, recite something 
to me, so that I may form a just opinion of 
your dramatic qualities.”’ — , 

The poor gir! trembled like a leaf, as if she 
were standing before an areopagite. Her 
heart must have been beating terribly! Fi- 
nally, summoning up her courage, she recited 
a patriotic poem of her own composition. ! 
listened to her attentively. Her gestures were 
nothing particular; her voice not very good, 
but the intonation’ fair. 

After reflecting a little I gave her my opin- 
ion. ‘“* You have much sentiment, itelli- 
gence,” I said, ‘* but you do not always give 
your phrase the color necessary. The tone of 
your voice ie at times declamatory; but I 
must frankly tell you that your figure is little 
suited for the stage, and the accent of your 
dialect is so marked that it would not be tol- 
erated by our publics. What parts should 
you like to represent ?’’ 

With determination she replied, ‘* Passion- 
ate parts! Those for a prima donna!”’ 

Nothing less! There is nothing more rash 
than a dilettante, in confronting every possible 
difficulty ! 

Giving her a look not very reassuring for her, 
1 asked her whether, for example, she felt; she 
could act ** Mary Stuart” or **La Dame aux 
Camelias’”’ or anything similar? 

‘*) think I eould,”’ she replied, smiling com- 
placently, “‘ studying accurately.” 

‘And my opinion is that you would only be 
fit for the parts of a soubrette or an ingénue.”’ 
I endeavored to oe the pill by speaking soft- 
ly for fear that she might fall down before me 
in a faint. 

At my answer the poor creature appeared 
terrified. She seemed unable to take it in. 
Seeing her so decided in her resolution to 
bécome an actress interested me, and 
I recommended her most warmly to 
the professor of a philodramatic academy 
to direct her, though I was con- 
vinced that [had not been mistaken in the 
opinion I had formedof her. In fact, she 
commen studving with great zeal, but with 
littie success. She had also agteed to seek an 
engagement in a second-rate company in the 
hdépe that with practice in smal she 
might be able to rise by degrees and become 
acceptable to the puolic, All her efforts, 
were in vain. Her  fig- 
ure, her marked Venetian accent, -and 
her uncertain way of speaking only procured 
her bitter disenchantment. Yet now sne 1s as 
tenacious in her resolution as ever, and deaf 
to ny advice to leave an art for which she is 
not fitted.

A great danger that a young artist should be 
careful of is that of not distinguishing be- 
tween the applause given for encouragement 
and. that given for attractiveness of person; 
for sweetness of voice rather than for artistic 
merit. How often has'it happened that a pub- 
lic, struck by the charming appearance 
of a young beginner, has destroyed 
her future , career by undue praise 
of the few good qualities she possessed! 
that a great share of re- 
sponsibility weighs upon the press in general, 
which often commits this fault, whether influ- 
enced by the beauty, the youth, or relation; 
while instead it might render better service in 
the appreciation of the good qualities to cor- 
rect the defects, imitatmg in this 
aspect the principal French critics, who, 
with exquisite and fare intelligence, 
do not hesitate to give their opin- 
ion—not of the beginners alone, but also of 
their principal artists on any new occasion. 
The exaggerated enthusiagim of a public often 
prevents a young artist from forming a just 
idea of her own value and in consequence it 
often happens that she gives up thinking it 
necessary to edicate herself to -that 
profound study to which the artists 
who have reflected glory on the dramatic 
history of the nations consecrated their lives. 
Without scruple they accept the most flatter- 
ing epithets, which are only deserved when, to 
acquire preéminence im the art, one has trod- 
den a path full of thorns. This is the indis- 
pensable novitiate one must pass through to 
succeed. At times it will appear as though 
strength must fail before such tests; but, con- 
sidering that without these one cannot become 
an artist, one will be sure to find the courage 
with which to progress without fear. 

My father, an actor from his childhood and 
a man full of practical good sense, never 
ceased telling me that most especially to my 
youth and my physique .were due the enthu- 
siasm which I excited in the public, and that 
@s soon as a favorable opportunity presented 
itself for placing me in a-first-rate company 
in which were celebrated artists and a mode! 
director he would not hesitate an instant 
in obtaining an engagement for me in 
it, that I: might become educated 
in the rudiments of the true art, even if they 
could not but give me parts iufetior to those | 
had already acted in. Hedecided to decline 
all the most advantageous offers made me ; be- 
cause in accepting them I should have been 
obliged to assume parts which trom their 
great importance would have been. su- 
perior to my physical -and intellectual 
powers; would have injured my health 
and destroyed my _ future prospects. 
Pardon me the pride with Which I state that 
few actresses can boast of having been |’enfant 
gatée of the public that I was in the com- 
mencement of my.career. It was then an 
uncommon thmg for a young actress to be 
overwhelmed with praise and have clamor- 
ous ovations’ paid her; 50 it wap natural 
that my youthful imagination mht have 
become affected. The demonstrations. of 
sy:npathy manifested themselves in a thou- 
sand different ways. To quote some, I witl 
record that it was known that I possessed a 
predilection for the evening star, herald of 
the night. If its light were more or less 
bright 1 traced a hor pe according to it 
more or less propitious tO the success of the 
part I was to act in that night; and it came 
to be called Ristori’s star. By my en- 


thusiasts it was also known that my favorite ' 


color was blue, and behold on occasion of my 
benefit night it entered into their heads to 
have blue ices made and my portrait 
stamped on them, calling these also Glacés a 
la Ristom. On a similar occasion they adorned 
the theater with bouquets of flowers tied with 
white and blue ribbons.’ Hundreds of poems 
accompanied by flowers fell from on high 
around me, covering me entirely. Ladies of 
the high society rivaled one anether 
in paying me compliments; but how- 
ever elated by all this incense I might have 
been, the wise advice of my dear 
father ever remained stamped on my, memory, 
and never caused me iiusions as to my true 
artistic value, and I fully understood that I 
had muchto study to merit these ovations 
which the public besto on me. Withovt 
the serious education I received those 
demonstrations made mé would have ended 
by ruining the qualities apparent in 
me, I resolved strictly. to obey my 
father, and | -new ; or it.a thoa- 
sand times. Beauty, voice, elegance of de- 
portment have only a relative, ephemeral 
value when the foundation is wanting, which 
is intelligence of the art. It. is necessary to 
study, study, and yet study, not superficially 
the materiality of the parts, but to understand 
and discern the charucter—to give to each its 
proper interpretation, its proper coloring. 
A young woman who intends to tread 
in the dramatic paths ~ must not 
ouly be satisfied with exhibiting promise, she 
must aspire to become a reality, never for- 
getting that in whatever art, especially in the 
representative, inediocrity means moral and 
material misery. ‘This will serve to spur her 
to employ all her powers to overcoine the 
great difficulties which will present themselves 
before her, pressing on energetically in 
search of the true and the beautiful, she will 
find the reward in the success of her aim. 
lend this article giving one of the precepts 
which I warmly impress upon whoever seeks 
my advice upon dramatic art; and it is not to 
exceed in the wish td reproduce on the stage 
all the truth of human life, for not always is 
the truth beautiful. Realism, which, alas ! today 
finds many partisans, is, to my way of thinking, 
as defective asconventionalism, as mannerism. 
Such a system may diminish the merit of-~the 
actor.

IT IS EXPENSIVE PATRIOTISM FOR THEM. 


Curious Effects of the Celebration of Wash- 
ington’s Birtbday. 

It seems strange to say 80, yet it is never- 
theless true, that many artisans look upon the 
arrival of a legal holiday with dread. It 
means idleness when they are willing to work, 
and idieness—even on a legal holiday—is 
costly to most artisans, 

“TIT am getting $2 a day,” said a skilled 
workman, ‘and it is a constant grind with me 
to make both ends meet. Twelve dollars a 
week isn’t much for a family offour. I 
would be willing to work overtime if I could 
get itso astoearn more. You can see haw 
the loss of aday would cripple me. I posi- 
tively cannot afford to get sick. 

‘*Now here is Washington’s birthday. I 
was not bornin this country, but I am, per- 
haps, as patriotic as the next man, My shop 
of course will be closed in commemoration of 
the General’s birth, but look at what it means 
to the 300 men at work -there. It means 
between $875 and $400 taken away 
from the men employed there. Frobably 
not one of them would care to stay home that 
day if he could get work. A cessation from 
labor does not mean patriotism. I luok at the 
thing from a very selfish standpoint, but I 
think these legal holidays extremely cruel. It 
is no holiday for those whose ioss of a dollar 
or two can never be made up. 

** You see the employer poses as a patriotic 
citizen because he keeps’ his shop closed 
Washington’s birthday. But his enthusiasm 
does not go so far as to pay his men for that 
day. Of course, where men work by the 
piece, it is out of the question. But I speak 
more particularly of the men who work by 
the week—by the day. Very few employers 
are good enough to pay their men for the 
time lost. 

“* Last Christmas and New Year’s I lost $4 
at a time when I needed them most. Not that 
I eared to work those days, but it showed the 
meanness or those who employ me, And 
what is true in my case is truein nearly all 
others. Of course, if one stops to figure it up 
one can see what a big difference it makes to 
the employers, but they rae stand it better 
than we can. : 

‘I need money badly just now—one of my 
children has been sick—but I will lose $2 Mon- 
day. Itisa curious sort of patriotism that 
causes so much suffering.”’

OLD KENTUCKY DAYS. 


A COASTING FROLIC ON THE HILLS 
OF QUAINT MAYSVILLE. 


The Ride Down the “Fill” to the River's 
Bank—How “Jack” and “ Rosy” Made 
Up~-The Deserted Churchyard—Memo- 
rials to Those Who Died a Century Aco— 
In the Time of Famous Fort Pitt—A 
Journey Down the Ohio—The Old Plan- 
tation Mansion—A Modern Invasion. 

Maysvit1zz, Ky., Feb. 15,—[Special Corre- 
spondence.|—Rich and poor, big and little, 
black and white, were all out on the hills to- 
gether; for in this quaint little town on the 
river’s bank and locked in between the hills, 
there never was such coasting known before. 

Lawyers left their offices, clerks their count- 

ing-rooms, women their pariots, and cooks 

their kitchens to join in that wild 
carnival on the snow-covered hills. 

And such hills! Great, magnificent things, 

that stand like mighty sentinels guarding the 

village that crouches at their feet. The main 
street of the town stretches itself along the 
river’s bank for three miles; turn to the left 
and there is the sullen stream flowing along 
in a kind of moody silence and choked with 
great blocks of ice; on your right a number 
of little short streets lead you to the homes 
that are fastened against the sides of the Ken- 
tucky hills—homes that are for the most 
part piain, with here and there a touch 
of a new, beautiful dwelling, of artistic de- 
sign.

Mighty Combats. 

Here is, nevertheless, the bygone “ Bestia- 
rium ’—the janwa-khana, the place wherein 
many many a combat of jungle 
gladiators has been beforetimes bloodily 
waged—rhinoceros and tiger, rhinoceros and 
elephant, elephant with elephant, etc., as well 
as combats between rams, stallions, and buf- 
falos. There are Princes and rich Zemindars 
who even now delight in such barbarous 
pastimes, and [ know of one who on a certain 
festive occasion fastened a note for 1,000 
rupees to the tusk of a male elephant, mad 
with ** must,”’ and another on the horn of a

The palace at Ulwar is a good example of 
modern Hindoo architecture of the orna- 
mental and latter day kind. There is a rich, 
ornamental frontal. wall with little cupolas 
over the gates as well as upon each corner, the 
exquisite shape of which is directly borrowed 
from the curves assumed by the bamboo when 
itis bent to form a roof, 

Inside the wall, pierced by a vaulted and 
colored entrance arch, is a court, flanked en 
the right and left hand by halls open on one 
side, with rows of beautiful sculptured 
columns, on the far 
side by broad and sweeping flights 
of marble steps to an «dnner and 
highly decorated gateway. Through this we 
shall make bold to pass into the palace 
proper—that is to say, the public chambers of 
it and the audience-rooms (diwan’khanas), for 
the zenana, or women’s guarter, is, of course, 
only for very privileged and feminine eyes— 
and albeit a hundred pair of them, lustrous 
and gem-like, may be secretly watching the 
strangers who tread these sequestered Indian 
apartments, the lattace from which they sur- 
vey us will betray nothing of the inspection. 

Curtained Dwellers, 

It is a pity that the Hindoos should have 
adopted from their Mohammedan conquerors 
the custom of secluding their women, but it is 
now a firimnly rooted habit, which the great 
ladies themselves do most to keep up.

I have ntyself talked on im- 
portant business with a Mahratta princess of 
whose august person I only saw the points of 
the toes under the edge of the embroidered 
curtain, and when I was staying 
with the resident physician at Jeypore, 
in Rajpootara, a curious thing occurred. He 
was the old and trusted friend of the Mahara- 
jah, and the chief Queen being taken ill he 
was sent tor from his dinner table; but when 
he returned he stated that he had been 
obliged to put his head into a green baize bag 
before entering the zenanaof his friend the 
King, and to feel the pulse of his illustrious 
patient and apply the stethoscope f° ber in 
the absurd embarrassment of this ehvelope, 
without which he could not have passed into 
the woman’s quarter of the palace, old friend 
and adviser as he was of all its inmates. 

We may have the good fortune to see the 
little Prince of the reigning house, the heir 
apparent of the ancient realm ot Ulwar, walk- 
ing with his hammals and attendants, who 
will sweetly say, though it is only early morn- 
ing, ** Good evening, sir,” in order te demon- 
strate at ohce his politeness and his masterv 
of the English language. And we may even 
have the honor to salute the Maharajah him- 
self, if we find him seated in his simple little 
chamber of justice, which gives by a carved 
window upon an outer garden full of orange 
and pomegranate trees, to the sill of which 
suppliants and suitors may come from town 
and country to ask judgment and succor from 
his Highness. Do you perhaps think that only 
the West knows what true justice is? Observe 
over the arch above the writing table of the 
young Maharajah that Persian verse which is 
inscribea from the Bostan or ‘**Garden”’ of 
Sadi, and which says: 

O, King, take heed unto the poor man’s sigh, 

Unheeded it will climb and shake the sky. 

Some of the Wonders. 


If it be not too busy a day among his some- 
what litigious subjects with the kindly and en- 
lightened ruler of the Ulwar he may very pos- 
sibly himself show to favored visitors some of 
the wonders of his royal abode. There is, for 
instance, the Shish’mahal—that is to say, the 
‘*Hall of Mirrors’’—entirely linea with 
dazzling plaques and fragments of colored 
crystal, which reflect the bright entering 
beams of the Indian sun with such burning 
and variegated luster that it seems an apart- 
ment carved out of some mountain side where 
the native rock is full of jewels. 

The Hindoos love light. Those triumphs of 
Western manufacture and gifts of Western 
science which they most admire are not our 
noisy locomotive engines and complex mill 
machinery, which are too restless and hasteful 
for them, but chandeliers with a great many 
branches and colored lamps of the electric 
light shining among cut glass. Every indian 
palace is apt, indeed, to be too much enriched 
and illuminated by such foreign importations, 
for the usually somber and cloistered construc- 
tion of these abodes of Eastern quiet and lux- 
ury is better suited to the soft gleam of oil 
wicks burning in those brass lainys which the 
native artificer fashions so skillfully in the 
shape of god or goddess, of coiled serpent or 
couching tiger, of the sacred bird called 
“* Hansa,”’ or of the Jotus and moonflowers. 
But even in Rajpootana they will all have im- 
monse glass chandeliers and dropping crystal 
lusters, of which, therefore, these Ulwar halls 
will be found fuil. 

In one of them is to be beheld a remarkable 
instance of lavish and costly expenditure. 
This is along dining-rooin table, capacious 
enough to seat fifty guests, made entirely— 
top, frame, and legs—of solid silver. There 
must be a ton or more of the precious metal 
in this piece of apparent ost@itation, which is, 
of course, as an article of furniture foreign to 
Hindoo habits, since everybody in India sits 
on the floor to eat, as also in Japan, and if 
any tables be used they are of the smal! Turk- 
ish and Arab kind, about the size ofa low 
music stool, Thatis why when we want din- 
ner removed in Hindoostan we say * Mez 
lejao,”’ that is, “‘ Take away thetable.”’ Upon 
and down this very expensive “ mahogany” 
of his Highness run two broad slots or chan- 
nels, in which, by some ingenious clockwork 
contrivance, a crystal current is driven perpet- 
ually along, carring with it little fishes of all 
colors, fashioned in jewels and enameled. 
And very pretty indeed it is to see these arti- 
ficial shoals glide along in the miniature rip- 
pled river, between its mimic banks of glit- 
Has silver. It must be, moreover, under- 
~ , before American severity of taste too 
much condemns such a use of solid treasure 
as that of my royal friend, that it is the habit 
all over India to put what you call “ hard 
money "into similar tangible and visible 
shape. I have seen in Baroda, at the armory 
of his Highness the Guicowar, cannon cast in 
solid silver, seven and ten pounders, with 
wheeis and carriages all to match, and when- 
ever a Hindoo artisan or peasant possesses 
any rupees to spare he takes them down to the 
sonar—the goldsmith—wbo melts them intoa 
bracelet or a bangle for the wrist or ankle of 
the man’s wife or daughter. 


Picturesque and Brilliant. 


If I could only paint for you the inner court 
of such a palace, with its walls and alcoves, its 
galleries and minarets, its terraces and alcoves, 
all gilded by the burning sun above and re- 
flected below in the still waters of the tank 
that filis up the middle of the square, all my 
American readers would want to that 
picturesque and brilliant country. 
reinembering the mere “joy of 
such scenes give, I wonder why we all bear to 
reside 80 many weary and cheeriess years in 
the chilly latitudes of the Northern United 
States of America or of Great Britain. 
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biecked with great wreaths of snow and the 
pleasant city and goodly hills around about 
it, which I doubt not are fair and bright in 
summertime, look as if only polar bears could 
be content to dwell in such a locality. But of 
course the colder regions of the world are its 
real workshops and the nurseries of its dom1- 
nant races, while it is only the dreamy relig- 
ions and the deep philosophies—not petroleuin 
and lumber and notions—which come from 
the sunny East. Still I think as science de- 
velops and as the restless breed of man 
realizes how great a delight lives in repose and 
in the zones of our globe where nature being 
largest and loveliest lends herjaid to that re- 
pose the tropics and the subtropics will more 
and more be filled withemigraat people from 
the North and West. eft 

It may be reserved for your own mighty 
community, when you have filled up the Mis- 
sissippi valley with 100,000,000 of prosperous 
folk and miade all your Western wildernesses 
laugh with the harvest which wells and irriga- 
tion works can produce, totakea hand and 
civilize, as we have done in India, the beauti- 
ful countries ot the Amazon and Orinoco and 
all those now sadly wasted wonderlands of 
the South American States which are today 
swarmed over by naked Indians and jaguars 
or by quarrelsome little hybrid Spanish races 
not much more profitable or peaceful. 

Two Thousand Arab Steeds. 

I said the Maharajah Mangal Singh loved 
horses, and he can show us not far from this 
stately white marble palace under the hills his 
superb stud of 2,000 Arab half-breeds, some of 
them such lovely and stately creatures as are 
scarcely to be seen elsewhere. An Arab horse 
is an absolute luxury to ride, its temper is so 
sweet, its endurance so great, and its pace so 
pleasant, thanks to the low, springy pasterns, 
which give elasticity to its dancing gait. But 
letus now come away from Rajpootana and go 
on the wings of fancy to a very different dis- 
trict—that of Bhaonagar, 1n the region of Kat- 
tiawar, another independent state, where Tak- 
taji Singh is the great and enlightened chief. 
It shall be evehing, and when the fireworks 
have all been finished, to the boundless pieas- 
ure of the vast crowds outside the gates of the 
palace, we will enter andsit in the royal circle 
of the Diwan-Khana watching a Nautch or na- 
tive dancer. 

It is a scene, this, very typical of India, 
where no festival of great ceremony is com- 
piete without the quiet and composing pleas- 
ure of the dance. Not that furious, gymnas- 
tic exercise in which we Westerns, especially 
our feminine section, rejeice to indulge, but 
the high and grave and distinctly fine art of 
rhythmical movement, accommodated to the 
lightest and faintest notes of the strange, wild 
music of cymbal and sitar, and to a harmony 
and subtlety of line and pace and waving 
limbs and robes to which the best ballet in 
Paris, London, or New York offers but a 
coarse contrast. The Prince, wearing rich 
and costly jewels, with a hght evening cout of 
green satin, sits cross-legged at the top of 
the hall, having his guests and great officers 
beside him and ranged along the walls. His 
gorgeously dressed attendants, standing be- 

ind the royal cushion, are fanning the 
warm evening air from each face or noiseless- 
ly bringing refreshments or the fragrant pipe. 

“* Taza- Ba-Taza!”’ 

The Zanob, the Persian girl, or Radha, the 
Hindoo Nautchri, takes her pan-soopari (the 
betel-nut) from her mouth, adjusts her ample 
drapernes, fastens the scarlet pomegranate 
flower tighter in her hair and rises to her feet, 
while the drum: and tamboora begin ‘‘ Taza- 
ba-taga’”’ or “Jan-i-man.’’? Lowlydoes she 
salaam to the great personage, piously does 
she touch the silver bells fastened upon her 
bare feet with a prayer for favor and success, 
for dancing is a serious and solemn matter 
with these people. And then she softly be- 
conteg a living embodiment of music and of 
the poesy of motion, dancing true, scientific 
dances, expressing the very language by 
gesture, gait, and eloquent sway and wave of 
the hand and foot and arm and body, of that 
passtonate or sorrowful Persian or Guzerathi 
song, which she sings in a high fal- 
setto, full of minor keys and minutely divided 
notes, Perhaps you will not admire it until 
you understand it as well as some of us—have 
studied its marvelous antique grace and emo- 
tional significance. Perhaps the Western man 
will prefer, after all he sees and hears, to en- 
circle a tight laced waist, bound in fashion- 
abl> silk or satin, or whirl it round to tne bet- 
ter comprehended strains of Strauss or God- 
frey. But the indolent passions of the Indian 
blood find their delight in this measured, 
sober, refined, and soothing pas seul; and all 
nicht long, as dancer after dancer salaams 
and sits down, to be succeeded by anotherand 
apother and another, these statesmen, war- 
riors, merchants, and pundits of the strange 
Indian world will watch with undiminished 
interest the slow, quiet, musical passages of 
the Nautch, 

I remember in the days of the great mutiny, 
when a famous native regiment, the Twenty- 
fifth Infantry of Bombay, inarched back to our 
station covered with glory for faithfully tight- 
ing their rebel brethren. I was commissionsd 
to ask the senior jemnadar what form of enter- 
tainment the men would best like to accept 
from the ladies ana gentlemen of the station. 
The answer was,a ‘** Nautch,” and when we 
had hired the most ‘famous dancing girls of 
the district and had Fares g: great shamiana 
tents on the plain, and had laid in plenty of 
betel-nut to chew, they wanted no more. All 
night long those veteran soldiers, fresh frorn 
fierce and bloody battles, sat in large rings of 
scores and hundreds under the moonlight, wear- 
ing their fatigue dress of white cotton, and 
watching the dancers while softly smoking the 

“‘pipe of peace.””’ How different are the 
races of men 
Treasure Chambers, 

What would gratify most, no doubt, such 
American ladies as- may honor me by reading 
these sketchy recollections, amid ali those 
picturesque surroundings of Eastern royal life, 
would be, I think, the various Tosha’khanas 
or treasure-chambers of the Indian courts. If 
I had time and space I would also like to de- 
scribe to Aimerican sportsmen the way in 
which the Indian Princes hunt and what 
splendid, varied, and exciting pastime in this 
line is afforded by the jungies of Hindostan 
with those grand stads of trained elephants 
which such Princes possess, as well as the 
really maguificent sport of big-eficking, riding 
the gray wild boar down with the keen spear 
upon a quick and intelligent Arab horse. But 
I must be content here merely to mention the 
jeweis of one particular Eastern potentate 
which dwell in my memory. 

Some of the tinest gems in the world are 
still to be seen in these Tosha’khanas of the 
peninsula, where they are greatly prized and 
carefully guarded. Many of the best pearls 
from Urmuz or Ceylon, of the choicest pigeon 
blood rubies from Burmah, emeralds of extraor- 
dinary size carved with long inscriptions in 
Persian, Arabic, and Sanskrit, ‘with delicate 
and costly enamels after the style of the 
master art of Jeypore, were stored in that 
royal collection which I inspected at Baroda 
of Guzarat. There were swords there whose 
hilts alone were worth a large estate, so richly 
were they crusted with costly stones, and‘the 
blades of some among them were of such 
fine|and pertectiy tempered steel as to be 
occasionall more valuable than the 
handles. Certain among the choicest blades 
had'siots cut in the damasked steel up and 
down whieh ran costly pearls or rubies cut to 
a round head, and some of them were thrust 
into spiral scabbards, so faultless were their 
spring and elasticity. The old Mahratta cus- 
todian would suddenly open some old marma- 
lade jar or sardine box taken from the eat 
barred vault and turn out of this unlikely re- 
ceptacie, rolled up in an ancient red or green

Scenes at Palito Blanco Ranch, the Former 
‘Home of the Now Famous Outlaw~— 
Hardships That Uncle Sam’s Troops Are 
Forced to Endure—The Hope of the 
People Among Whom They 4re Com- 
pelled to Dwell—Watching the Signal 
Lights Waiting for March 1 to Come. 


Sefior Fernando S. Mendoza 1s the editor- 
in-chief of a little papercalled Hi Internacion- 
al, published at Palito Blanco de Zaragoza, 
Nueces County, Tex. Sefior Mendoza dropped 
into the editorial chair just as it was left by 
Catarino E. Garza Sept. 17 last. Palito 
Blanco was the home of Garza. There he 
built a home for his bride, there he printed 
and sent broadcast his appeals to arms, and 
there for months he dreamed his dreams of 
revolution and of conquest. Since the disap- 
pearance of Garza every detail of his life up 
to that time has been published so often that 
One wearies of the repetition. Of his lifes 
since his disappearance a single accredited 
line would be of interest. But such has not 
been forthcoming. Sefior Mendoza in the 
last issue of his little paper, El Internacional, 
asks ironically of the troopers camped at his 
sanctum’s doorstep: “‘ Where is‘Garza?’’

Before Garza 
and the daughter of Gonzales had been mar- 
ried a month the father, the old Don, and the 
two brothers of the bride were 50 
completely won over by the art of 
Garza that they were ready to sacrifice 
not only property but life in the furtherance 
of his schemes. The wealthy rancheros about 
Palito Blanco felt the force of this man’s 
magnetism. There is a reminder of the 
feudal system in the relations that exist be- 
tween master and men upon the Mexican 
ranches in this wild, part of Texas. ‘“* Like 
master like man’’; when the sympathies of 
the rancher are enlisted there may be found 
the heart of his men. When at the secret 
meetings that were held almost nightly during 
the last year there was a wealthy ranchero 
there also was every manin his employ. A 
census of Garza’s sympathizers in Nueces and 
Duval Counties, Tex., meant and still means 
simply a census of the people living there who 
bear Mexican names. ‘The same is said to be 
true of all the counties in Lower Texas, 

One must go back over forty years to get at 
the first cause. Father Bard is a Roman 
Catholic priest who has a parish seventy-five 
miles in extent in Duval County, Tex. Among 
Father Bard’s parishioners are hundreds of 
people who live in jackels or hovels so miser- 
able and so dirty that one would hesitate to 
house there his dog. A great majority uf the 
Spanish-speaking population outside of the 
towns live in these huts. There is but one 
room, and a hole in the roof lets out the 
smoke from the fire that in cold weather is 
built in the center of the floor. Notwith- 
standing the squalor of their surroundings 
these people, men, women, and chilaren, are 
as sturdy a lot as one may find anywhere. 
Their ignorance 18 as dense as the smoke in 
their hovels. They lve in Texas, but aro 
Mexican by lineage, language, and sympathy. 
It is to people of this class largely that Father 
Bard ministers. For fifteen years he has 
toiled among them incessantly, and as he him- 

.8elf confesses he has become possessed of 
many of their beliefs spacoralng things polit- 
ical. Father Bard hasanidea. He wants some 
great newspaper to urge the publishing of a 
proclamation by the Government of the 

nited States, which should contain, over the 
hand and seal of the President, a statement 
to the effect that the United States of Amer- 
ica was not seeking an acquisition of territory. 
‘‘This proclamation,” said Father Bard, 
“should be printed in Spanish and spread 
broadcast throughout Lower Texas and North- 
ern Mexico, . You may smile,’’ he continued, 
‘* but there is a deep-rooted belief among the 
lower classes of Mexicans throughout this 
country that the United States intends add- 
ing another portion of Mexico to its territory.

There 1s a cluster.of buildings in the center 
of Palito Blanco ranch, one of which is. a 
store that supplies the country round about 
with everything from a needle toa mowing 
machine. In ahother building lives Don 
Gonzales, the patriarch; in another Mauricio 
Gonzales, his son; and in yet another, the 
ermployés of the store and ranch. The house 
that Garza built is the finest within 100 miles 
of Palito Blanco outside of the large towns. 
His love for his second wife may mga be 
gauged by the fact that, he spent all his ready 
cash upon her habitation. 

Mrs. Garza keeps close within the lattice of 
her window. She sees ho one but the imme- 
diate members of her family, and is as shy of 
strangers as sre the deer of the wilds of Santa 
Gertrudes. Dun Geénzales, her father, is a 
character. On the night that Capt, Chase with 
D Troop, Third United States Cavairy, reached 
Palito Blanco the old Don was in a state 
of fear that bordered trepidation. He firmly 
believed that his house was to be burned over 
his head and that he himself was td be hanged, 
Whe reassured by Capt. Chase his dignity 
returned to him, and from that time on, while 
courteous to the invading stranger, he carried 
himself in a way that was meant to impress 
one with the idea that the owner of Palito 
Blanco ranch was a gteater man than any 
hireling of Uncle Sam. He insisted upon 
treating the troops as quests at first, and from 
his flock of goats he sent the choicest and 
youngest of his kids, He was finally pre- 
vailed upon, however, to accept pay vouchers 
for all the subsistence that he furnished for 
the cavalrymen. He is such a firm believer in 
the justice of Garza’s cause and of tts ultimate 
success that he would brook no statement that 
denies the one or casts a doubt upon the other. 

“Only wait until March,” he says, ‘* and in 
Mexico you will see the guns of the tyrant 
turned against himself and Mexico will again 
be free, free in the true sense, free in that 
sense of the word: which means liberty nut 
omy for the rich but for the poor.”’

THE ENORMOUS COST OF WAR. 


of Figures That Is Simply 


Astonishing. 

Toronto Mail: It appears, according to the 
estimates of French and German statisticians, 
there have perished in the wars of the last 
| thirty years 2,500,000 men, while there has 
been expended to carry them on no less than 
the inconceivable sum of $13,000,000,000. Of 
this amount Francehas paid nearly $3,500,- 
000,000 as the cost of the war with Prussia, 
while her loss in men is placed at 155,000, Of 
‘these 80,000 were kilied on the field of battle, 
36,000 died of sickness, accidents, or suicide, 
and 20,000 in German prisons, while 
there died from other causes enough to bring 
the number uptothe given aggregate. The 
sick and wounded amounted to 477,421, the 
lives of many thousands of whom were doubt- 
less shortened by their illness or injuri2s. Ac- 
cording to Dr. Roth, a German authority, the 
Germans lost during the war 60,000 men 
killed or rendered invalid and $600,000,000 in 
money, this being the excess of expenditure 
or of material losses over the $1,250,000,000 
= by France by way of indemnity. Dr. 

ngel, another German statistician, 
gives the following as the approximate 
cost of the. principal wars of the last 
thirty years: Crimean war, $2,000,000,000; 
Italian war of 1859, $300,000,000; Prusso-

Our process of search was this: Each boat 
took certain shore bearings and covered cCér- 
tain territory between the reef and the beach. 
The water was so clear that one holding an 
umbrel] ayer his head to shut off the light 
could s bottom anywhere at thirty or 
thirty-’ %, and there were no deeper 
spots j ae reef.

The Crimean war, in which few battles were 
fought, cost 750,000 lives, only 50,000 less than 
were killed or died of their wounds, North 
and South, during the Warof the Rebellion. 
The figures, it must be remembered, are Ger- 
man, ,and might not agree precisely 
with the American estimates. The Mex- 
ican and Chinese expeditions cost $200,- 
000,000 and 65,000 lives. There’ were 
250,000 killed and mortally wounded ‘during 
the Russia-Turkey war, and 45,000 each in the 
Italian war of 1859 and the war between 
Prussia and Austria. In the other wars the 
loss of life was relatively less, which did not 
make either the men or money easier to part 
with in the more limited areas where they 
occurred. And this is but a part of the ac- 
counting, since it does not include the mill- 
ions expended during the last twenty years in 
maintaining the vast armaments of the Euro- 
pean powers, the losses caused by stoppage of 
commerce and manufactures, and the con- 
tinual derangement of industries by the ab- 
straction from useful employment of so many 
millions ot persons held for a period of 
military service extending from three to five 
years.

. Asingle figure of a young girl with a floék of 
geese in the middle distance embodies most of the 
qualities which have made Bouguereau the idol 
of the bourgeois. By Rosa Bonheur there is a 
well-executed study of a white bull; and by 
Troyon a white cowand a black donkey ina 
green field, which is an interesting if not a thor- 
oughly representative work. 

An attractive picture in this collection is by the 
Spanish painter Madrazo. It represents a wom- 
ancladin pink silk and lace standing before a 
tall vase op a slender standard arranging a bunch 
of yellow Girysanthemuins. 


A large picture by Worms called “After the 


Wedding Festivities’ shows a band of young 
men and women attired in the picturesque cos- 
tumes of the Spanish peasgnts coming out of a 
house into a court wheré somé are dancing. It 
suggests the commencement of the festivities 
after the ceténiony rather than the title given. 
The colors are brilliant and handled with more 
than usual delicacy for this artist, 

he only American artist represented in the 
collection is Edwin L. Weeks. From him there 
is @ large canvas, showing a party headed by 
men on foot, on horseback, and on an elephant 
coming out of what appears to be the gateway of 
an Indian wailed town. The architecture.is of a 
reddish brick, ornamented with peculiar blue agd 
white tiles, The glaring sunlight on tho gay 
costumes andthe buildings makes a confusion of 
brilliant evlior which is effective. 

Other pictures in the collection are by Gabriel 
Max, Jacquet, Piot, Clay, Walker, Michel Peti- 
jean, Jules and Julien Dupré, and Daubiguy. 

Tomorrow evenmg the Society of Chicago 
Artists will hold the opening reception of its fourth 
annual black and white exhibition. It is called 
the fourth annual, though the expositions have 
been in abeyance for the last two years. The col- 

lection shown will be to many a surprising display 

of the force of the artisté who produce the com 
mercial work of the kin@ to which black and 
white mediums lend themselves most readily. 
For aside from a few evehings and charcoal 
studies most of the work is of a character suited 
to reprodaction for Ulustration by photographic 
processes. 

Mr. Frederick Freer shows a number of good 
etchings ; a reproduction of Gerome’s *‘ Death of 
Cesar’ being particularly strong and some of his 
charcoal drawings are exceedingly clever, as his 
*Curled Up,” a young woman lying on a sofa. 

Mr. Louis Brannhold shows a number of etch- 
ings, chiefly of architectural subjects. O. D. 
Grovy also shows two small etchings of Italian 
scenes. 

‘There are a number of excellent charcoa] heads, 
those by Arthur Fendel, Orson B. Lowell, Miss 

‘Pauline Dohn, and A, F. Brooks being particular- 
ly noticeable for their good qualities. 

In the decorative work Will A. Bradley stands 
practically alone, and among his works there are 
a number of excellent designs in pen and ink of 
serolis ‘and arabesqueg. ss 

Several of the Art Institute pupils, W. D. 
Stevens, O. B. lowell, F. D. Marsh, and J. T. 
Beggs, show numerous pen-and-ink character 
sketches, which for technique are equal to most 
of the work in magazines, Newspaper artists are 
also well represented, Fred Richardson’s wash 
drawings, H. R. Heaton’s Spanish sketches, W. 
Schmetgen’s fishing scenes, G. A. Coffin’s marine 
views, and the humorous sketches by Powers, 
Ladendorf, and McCuttheon are worthy of men- 
tion,-as are also the portraits and other work by 
Hugo von Hofsten and H. E. Butler. Other in- 
teresting exhibits are by L. O. Jurgenson, Ernest 
Peixotto, Vanderpoel Corwin, Wickenden, F. 
Holme, ahd many others. Misses Potter and 
Brooks show casts of well-executed portrait busts.

The colléction of Messrs. Irwin apd Lane at 
O’Brien’s has been enriched by a pastoral scene 
by Brozik, “Meeting the Flock,” showing an 
evening effect with the sun setting behind a bit 
of woods and some houses in the center of the 
picture. In the middle distance a shepherd 
with his flock and dog are moving slowly 
forward. to where a woman, with a lit- 
tle child in her arms, is awaiting them. 
The color is sympathetic, and treatment resem- 
bles that of artists of the modern Dutch school in 
its breadth. Anethber addition to the collection is 
a picture by Bouguereau of a little curly-headed, 
bare-limbed boy holding a bow! of milk in his lap. 
Besides the pictures there are three works in 
bronze—Kelley’s spirited statuette of Gen. Sheri- 
dan at the battle of Cedar Creek and two 
busts of Washington.One of the latter 
is a copy of the/head and shoulders of 
Donovan’s statue at the Washington head- 
quarters at Newburg, theonly one in existence, as 
the original mold has been destroyed. The 
other is a replica of Houdon’s celebrated bust 
made fromthe life-mask taken by the artist, 
This is probably the most familiar of portraits of 
the father of his countty; it served as a model for 
tbe head on the two-cent postage ‘stamps. 
Apropos ofthis bust and the day that fs about to 
celebrated it may be interesting to those who 
take an interest in ‘“‘ Washingtoniana”’ that C. 
F. Gunther has a copy of the life-mdsk in his col- 


lection. 
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For some time Messrs. Spaulding & Co. 
have had pictures on exhibition in their jewelry

The gracefal lines of the figure, together 
with those of the chaff blown by the wind, form 
a perfectly balanced composition. 

The Bassin de |’Eure,.a part of the port of 
Havre with its shipping and dockage lit up by 
the setting sun, is shown to be picturesque and 
interesting in a — by Eugene Bondin,

hdad by Henner, oriental scenes by Huguet, Ed- 
win L, Weeks, and Berchere, a landscape and cat- 
tle by Jopy, and a pleasing genre subject by 
Pinchart. 

A curiosity in the line of engraving is a copy of 
atl oid print representing a combat between 
Romans and Carthagitdans engraved on ivory by

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For a good many reasons the most efficient 
gteam-engines built are those we find aboard 
ship. When a factory engine can be 80 1m- 
proved as to save 100 tons of coal a year its 
owner increases his profits by the cost of so 
much fuel. With a similar improvement in 
the marine engine, the owner saves not only 
in his coal bill, he.can carry 100 tons more of 
paying freight. Should he seek increase of 
passenger traffic rather than of cargo, he can 
use his former quantum of fuel and add 
perhaps as much as a knot an hour to the 
speed of his vessel. When we learn that the 
power needed to drive the Majestic or the 
Teutonic rises to 17,000 horse it becomes plain 
that the highest prizes in steam engine prac-. 
tice are held out to the inventors who can re- 
dude the vast outlay these figures represent. 
Because the van of improvement in the crea-

quantity, the engineer’s next thought is its 
fortune in the cylinder. Here he fully avails 
himself of the vapor’s expansive force; he 
permits but one-twelfth to one-fifteenth of the 
cylinder to be filled with steam when com- 
munication with the boiler is cut off.

It is jn 
warming streams, great or small, such as this 
that most of the heat of a condensing engine 
is wasted; that is, wasted so far as any 
value as a source of power is concerned. 

In ordinary practice the heat of spent 
steam, though comparatively low in temper- 
ature, is available for warming buildings and 
for a variety of manufacturing processes, such 
as washing and scouring. In some of the 
newest electric lighting stations, where pro- 
digious steam plants are installed, the sale 
of exhaust steam for heating purposes yields 
a noteworthy source of income. The de- 
velopment of these vast concerns has had a 
distinct influence on the progress of steam 
engineering. _For the production of a 
steady light a thoroughly uniform motion is 
imperative. This is attained either by de- 
signing engines for aspeed heretofore unat- 


tempted, or by coupling engines together so 


as to neutralize their slight inequalities of 
motion. Of high-speed engines a very pota-. 
ble model is thaf invented by Herman West- 
inghouse; it has two cylinders, in each of 
which the steam. acts against but one side of 
the piston. As the strain of reversal attend- 
ing double-action pistons is thus avuided, as 
well as the jar which follows upon the ordi- 
nary wear of such pistons and their connec-
